MONTREAL <CP> As a 
brief, 28-day Quebec election 
campaign neared its end Sat¬ 
urday. leaders spent their 
time making last-minute ap¬ 
peals to voters or soliciting 
support in their hcnne ridings. 

EKiring a radio Interview' 
here and at a rally in Rlmous- 
ki. Liberal Premier Robert 
Bouraasa hammered away at 
his main campaign theme 
that the future of Canada is at 
stake, calling on voters to 
cast their \x>tei Monday for 
the “only federalist party'* In 
the province. 

When a radio commentate' 
attempted to ask questions 
about the declared issues of 
the campaign ^ the constitu¬ 
tion and labor relations — the 
premier reiterated his stance 
that the main election issue 
was def^Klii^ Quebec against 
the “separatist threat*’ of 
the Parti Quebecois. 

Admitting be svas worried by 
repeals of substantial gains in

PQ popularity, he rejieated 
his call for voters to reflect 
seriously about the “Risks of 
the PQ adventure.” especially 
for the Quebec economy, be¬ 
fore casting their ballots Mon¬ 
day. 

Bourassa also spoke to ral¬ 
lies, noticeably free of the 
hecklers who plagued his ear-

LONDON (UPU — The BBC radio program Any 
Questions broke up in chaos Friday night when a stone¬ 
throwing mob demonstrated against the presence of 
right-wing politician Enoch Powell. 

The weekly program. whi< h has been broadcast lor 
the past 38 years. w*eni off the air as leftists set up a 
chant of “Enoch Powell, murderer." and fighting broke 
out between ushers and hecklers. 

Millions of listeners heard the uproar and the sound 
of two stained glass windows breaking as Powell and 
others fled the stage at the United Reform Qiurch in 
Basingstoke, Hami)thire. | 

The program resumed after 19 minutes when 
ushers cleared demonstrators from the hull.

WASHINGTOIUAP) The 
6th Earl of Camg^on had 
said he would never a mil¬ 
lion British pounds vikit the 
t.>mb of King Tutankhamen 
that his father helf)ed un¬ 
cover, but he has changed his 
mind. 

“At this stage I sure wxiuld. 
but I'd like to be paid in gold 
rather than pouncte." he said 
in an interview. 

Camarvwi, 78. is something 
of a skeptic about the curse 
which is supposed to hang 
over the discovery of King 
Tut’s tomb in 1922. after it 
had Iain hidden for more than 
3,000 years. 

His father's mysterious 
death, he said, might not have 
happened if there had been 
antibiotics in 1922, but he can¬ 
not find a rational explanation 
for why all the lights in Cairo 
went out or why a family dog 
back in England died at the 
.same time. 

The earl, bom Henry Her¬ 
bert. is in Washington in con¬ 
nection with the opening 
Wednesday the largest ex¬ 
hibition of Tutankhamen trea¬ 
sures ever to be sent abroad 
by Egypt. 

In the earl's autobiography. 
No Regrets, he says he was 
chosen by the royal family to 
make a last attempt to try to 
persuade the late former King 
Edward Vni not to marry the 
fOTmer Wallis Warfield erf the 
U.S. 

The earl, nicknamed Por- 
chey since childhood, says he 
told the king that the meeting 
was arranged by the royal 
family, and the king replied: 
“George. I thought so." 

The earl said he told tlie 
king he would never be able 
to make Mrs. Warfield queen 
and advised him “to think 
hard before you sell your 
royal birthright for a mess of 
pottage,” 

The king: “Ponrfiey. how 
dare you call Wallis a mess of 
pottage?'* 


BIT THE REAL motive, 
according to some of the 
movement’s elder statesmen, 
is the replacement of the Guy 
team with officers wlio wtaild 
put the flush of romance back 
in the relationship between 
labor and the NDP.

But each claim of this type 
brings a matching denial. 

“There has been absolutely 
no influence from Barrett or 
anyone else,” says Jack 
Munro, one of the major fig¬ 
ures in the move to oust Guy. 

“If they did try anrthing 
like that, they’d soon be told 
it was none of their bloody 
business.” 

AS WESTERN regional 
president of the International 
Woodworkers of America. 
Munro heads the biggest 
union in the province and is 
an influential force in the

maker of the Betamax record¬ 
er. 

The suit by Walt Disney 
Productions and Universal 
City Studios is against un¬ 
named individual owners of 
the casetle reorders, as well 
as Stmy. Doyle Dane Bern- 
bach advertising agency and 
various retail stores. 

It alleges that Sony induces 
the infringement of copy- 


rii^hts through the use of 
the Betamax. It said the ma¬ 
chine has been sold, adver¬ 
tised and used to infringe on 
cop>Tights. 

None of the defendants 
would comment on the case. 
But a spokesman said Friday 
that Sony will produce 50,000 
Betamax units this year and 
perhaps will double that 
number in 1977. TTie machines 
sell for about Jl,200 each. 

The suit, filed Thursday in 
U.S. District court, seeks a 
permanent injunction to pro¬ 
hibit further infringement and 
an unsi»ecified amount of 
damages. 


Trade unions active in Europe armies

PARIS — Although many 
pn)fessinnal military men 
abhor the idea, trade unions 
have become increasingly ac¬ 
tive in F:uropean armies that 
provide troops for the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organizatitm. 

In West Germany almost 
half of the Bundesw-ehr's men 
pay dues to a soldiers union. 

In the Netherlands twiv 
thirds of the enlisted men, 
non-commissioned officers in¬ 
cluded. belong to trade 
uniims. 

In Denmaric all army con¬ 
script# and regulars are 


represented by a soldiers as¬ 
sociation. 

In Norway the defence 
ministry will conduct a refer¬ 
endum among servicemen 
next year to determine 
whether they want to replace 
a system of consultation with 
a fuU-fledged union. 

Col. Gottfried Jekat, direc¬ 
tor of personnel management 
at the West German defence 
ministry, described the atti¬ 
tude toward military unions in 
his country: 

“The German armed forces 
in the past were too isolated 
from society. One of the bene¬ 


fits of losing (the war) was 
that we could start from a 
completely new base, and the 
existence of a stitmg trade 
union in our military forces 
today goes a long way toward 
establishing a connection be- 
tw'een the army and the peo¬ 
ple." 

C.L.J. van Lent, the Nether¬ 
lands’ secretary of state for 
defence pera<mnel, put it this 
way: 

'' Socialization throughout 
society does rgit stop at the 
barracks gate. The armed 
forces are one of the organi¬ 
zations in society to which the 


process of socialization ai>- 
pHes. It also is in the intcreet 
of the armed forces.” 

Britain and France have 
kept unions out of the mili¬ 
tary. although efforts have 
been made to penetrate the 
services in both countries, no¬ 
tably in France. 

American officers, like the 
British ami French, are not 
anxious to see trade unions in¬ 
troduced into the U.S. Army, 
yet some concede that the 
system has not impaired the 
military efficiency of the Ger¬ 
many army. 

Discussions i n various 


NATO capitals indicate that, 
in some armies at least, trade 
unionism worics, and that 
each country's system and ex¬ 
perience are a reflection of its 
own national character, tem¬ 
perament and political tradi¬ 
tions. 

Here is what was found in a 
suivey of military unions in 
three NATO countries. 

West Germany — The right 
to .join a military trade union 
was taken for granted when 
the Bundeshehr was revived 
in 1955. 'Ihe minister of de¬ 
fence at the time was Theodor 
Blank, a trade union leader 


Today there are two trade 
unions, both fully recognized 
by the defence ministry. Of¬ 
ficers, enlisted regulars and 
conscripts join either without 
distinction. 

One of the uniops is the ser¬ 
vicemen's branch of the Pub¬ 
lic Services, 'Transport and 
Traffic Union. It is affiliated 
with the West German Trade 
Union Federation and is polit¬ 
ically oriented but has fewer 
than 4.0(K> members in the 
armed forces.

•Vll day Friday, through the 
night and through Saturday 
the shells pounded into the 
streets and sidewalks of both 
east and w'est Beirut.

The sudden escalation of 
shelling came as a powerful 
Syrian-dominated Arab 
League peacekeeping army 
crouched at the doorsteps of 
the capita], ready to move in 
and se])arate the rival fac¬ 
tions. 

“The situation was so aw¬ 
ful that the armed men guard¬ 
ing the hospital were ordering 
away cars and ambulances 
carrying the wounded," said a 
nurse at the American Uni¬ 
versity Hospital. 

The best estimate available 
from hospital and militia 
sources put the casualty toll 
for the past 24 hours at 50 
killed and 121 wounded - the 
heaviest for any 24-hour 
period since the ceasefire 
went into effect. 

Civilians stayed indoors and 
schools and shops closed on 
the traditional market day. 
Hamra Street, once the most 
fashionable shop()ing area in 
the city, w’as eerily quiet, with 
only a few cars and ^^es- 
trians venturing into the open. 
A Christian Phalangist radio 
broadcast said one unit of the 
I>eace force marched about 
.300 yards from its position 
in front of St. Michael's 
(Thurch into the middle of the 
no-man's land along the old 
Sidon Road where some of the 
heaviest fighting of the war 
took place. 

'The advance, which would 
have put the vanguard of 
Syrian tanks and troops 1,200 
yards from Beirut’s southern 
city limits, could not be con¬ 
firmed from other sources. 

A spokesman for the Arah 
League peacekeeping forces 
said the exact timing of the 
force’s move Into Beirut was 
being kept secret “because 
these are military moves.”

It is nonpolitical 
and nonreligious, does not in¬ 
terfere in military matters 
and has no right to strike, 
whldt by German law is for¬ 
bidden to public employees. 

Bach barracks or other mil¬ 
itary unit elects a trade xxnion 
representative and each unit 
has an ombudsman, who is 
consulted in disciplinary 
cases before punishment is 
imposed. The ombudsman 
also pitnides a direct riiannel 
to the commanding officer for 
complaints concerning re¬ 
quests fbr special leave. fixxJ. 
and other matters involving 
unit welfare. 

Of the 200,000 military union 
members, about 100 are de- • 
tached from duty to conduct 
DBV business. The ombuds¬ 
men. who can be of any rank, 
are on duty witii their units. 


Independents 
win elections 

RABAT. Moroci-o (UPlI — 
Independent candidates won 
64.4 per cent of municipal and 
regiwial council seats in the 
fimt election in 16 years in 
which poJiticdl parties partici¬ 
pated, government officials 
announced .Saturday. Can¬ 
didates listing no political af¬ 
filiation took 8,607 of the 
1.1,362 council seats. They ran 
as independents either be¬ 
cause they supi^rt the mon¬ 
archy of King Hassan H or 
because they did not want to 
say tiiey belonged to a politi¬ 
cal opposition party, veteran 
observers said.

"We feel strongly that the 
efficiency of our forces has 
been enhanced rather than in¬ 
hibited by the system," Cbl. 
Jekat said. "First of all, it 
means that problems are 
being dealt with constantly at 
local levels before they build 
up, and solutions are being 
worked out down the line.

THE NETHERLANDS — 
trade unions are a tradition, 
of sorts, in the Dutch mili¬ 
tary. They go back to the turn 
of the century, uhen assooia- 
tim^s of officers and noncoms 
were formed in the army. 
They began a littig more 
than welfare and social- 
groups but gradually hwk on 
the character trade unions. 

Today there are 11 unions in 
the services, 10 of them repre-. 
senting officers and noncoms 
in the three branches of the 
service, plus the Vereiniging 
Van IHenstplictitig Militairen 
(WDM), the cfwiscript.s’* 
trade union. About 60 per cent 
of the 60.000 c^gtscriiA-s |>ay 
dues of $1 a month to the 
VVDM. 

Young men are drafted into 
the army every three months 
for 14-monlh tours, and twice 
a year there are regular 
meetings at the 100 or eo 
Dutch army barracks, air 
bases and other defence in¬ 
stallations to elect local union 
committees. From these wm- 
mittees a national head is 
elected. 

Twice a month the VVDM 
chief, currently Sgl. Theo de 
Rnoa, a 2.1-year-oId conscriiil, 
g<>es to the Hague to meet 
with senior officers and state 


aecretaries at the ministry of 
defence. Fresent also are the 
other ^nion heads. Discus¬ 
sions deal rK>t only with spe¬ 
cific problems but also \rith 
broad budgetary matters. 

The Dutch unions also have 
no right to strike. 

"The older officers." De 
Rooe said, "may not like the 
fact that we have a union, but 
the younger officers generally 
do, and everybody accepts the 
situation. It's a matter at per¬ 
sonality, like most things in 
the military. 

"Some understand It and 
know how to wortc writh it bet¬ 
ter than others. It was mainly 
as a result of our demands 
..that the ministry of defence 
approved mess hall improve¬ 
ments. The (rfficers tried, but 
they couldn’t get results, and 
they were very happy when 
our pressure did It." 

But officers »re still In com¬ 
mand, and no soldier can ref¬ 
use to obey orders. 

Denmark — Thei-e are no 
fewer than 35 different unions 
in the Danish armed forces. 
All but two tier cant of the of¬ 
ficers belong to a union, and 
draftees elect "conscripted 
privates' representatives" 
who sit on a board that dealg 
with the defence ministry. 

Union activities are low-key 
in comparison with the aitua- 
tion in other countries.

GENEVA (UPI) — A .ho^ 
down session of the Rhodesia 
conference to set a date for 
independence was postponed 
Saturday and mediator* 
worked privately to arrange a 
compromise to prevent the 
collapse of the talks. 

Ivor Richard, the Brltisn ^ 
chairman of the talks, put off 
a full plenary session until 
Monday as he and black Afri¬ 
can observers at the confer¬ 
ence met with black national¬ 
ist delegation* to press them 
to drop their demands tor in- 
depen^ce In 12 months. 

After a one-hour meeting 
with Bishop Abel Muzorewa, 
head of one of the four black 
nationalist groups. Richard 
eaid. “T expect everyone to be 
there Monday. I don’t antici¬ 


pate a breaMown of the con¬ 
ference.” 

Muzorewa added, “I hope 
the postponement reduces the 
threat of a breakdown.” 

The request tor the post¬ 
ponement came from ob¬ 
servers representing the four 
F African “frontline” states 
which border white-ruled 
southern Africa. 

In a series of night-long 
meetings in hotel rooms, rep¬ 
resentatives from Tanzania, 
Zambia, Botswana and Mo¬ 
zambique first persuaded the 


black delegation lea(i^ to 
keep talking and then per¬ 
suaded Richard to call the 
postponament. 

The nationalists demand a 
specific date for independence 
be set before n^otiationt 
begin on the makeiq> of an in¬ 
terim government to run Rho¬ 
desia during the transition to 
black majority rule. Rkhard 
has said the process may take 
15 to 18 memths. 

In a statement Saturday, 
Joshua Nkomo, another of 
black delegation leaders, said 


Britain must aceept a date 
within 12 months “to establish 
a genuine commitment by all 
parties concerned' to indepen¬ 
dence.” 

By refusing to accept, Bri¬ 
tain was siding with the white 
minority regime o^^Rhodesian 
Prime Minister Ian Smith, he 
said. 

The frontline obeervers, ac¬ 
cording to high conference <tf- 
ficials, said they bdieved they 
might be able to get the black 
delegation leaders to accept a 
compromise. 


New ferry link? 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
possibility of estabUshing a 
new ferry run between Ttaw- 
waasen and Kidmat will be 
high on the British Columbia 
Ferries Oorp. agenda when its 
board of directors beoxnes le¬ 
gally constituted early next 
January, Transport Minister 
Jack Davis said Saturday. 

He said tn an interview that 
the new 45(Lmile route would 
ibe a “highway on the water” 
for large truck and trailers, 
although passenger cars could 
also make the trip. 

Davis said the proposed 
route was still in its early 
planting stages and was not 
offtcial government policy. 

But, said Davis, transiK>rta- 
tion experts in his depart- 
mefA have been exaxntolng 
northern transportation ser¬ 
vices and have concluded that 
a water link vrould provide a 
..much shorter route to the 


north than the standard over¬ 
land routes. 

Capital expenditure* for a 
new ferry route would likely 
be in the 17 milhon to $18 
million range, he said, adding 
that the costs depended upon 
whether the ferry was b^lt 
locally or purchased from an¬ 
other country.

O TTAWA'S TALK of restraint in spending becomes 
more ludicrous with the planned additional 
expenditure of $594 million, as revealed in 
supplementary estimates for the current fiscal year 
presented this past week by Treasury Board President 
Robert Andras. 

Mr. Andras defends the extra amount by 
emphasizing that “the supplementary estimates are 
significantly lower than the corresponding ones tabled 
in recent years.” 

And he says also; "This reflects the government's 
determination to restrain the growth of federal 
expenditures ... an integral part of our anti-inflation 
program.” 

This is the government's idea of what the Oxford 
Dictionary defines as checking, keeping in check or 
under control or within bounds, repressing, keeping 
down. 

Reaching into the treasury for nearly 600 million 
more dollars is a sorry demonstration of a 
determination to keep spending in check and calls for 
some loud and prolonged protestations frpm the 
Parliament hilltop. 

There is irony in the timing of the announcement, 
in that it comes during House of Commons debate on 
Bill C-19. the government expenditures restraint act, 
in which the matter of pay and allowances for MPs and 
senators was raised earlier in the week. 

That there will be a strong opposition from all 
political sides of the House, strong enough to-change 
the government's spending ways, appears unlikely 
from the response given New Democrat Stanley 


Knowles' call for a continuation of the freeze on their 
$24,000 stipends and $10,600 tax-free expenses 
limitation. 

The Winnipeg MP reminded his fellow-members: 
“Almost a year ago, when the government was first 
talking about restraint, one of the things it said it 
would do was to bring in legislation to ensure that the 
pay of members of Parliament would not escalate in 
1976 as provided in the legislation which was passed in 
1975.” 

The Hansard report of his remarks continues: 
“Hon. members are aware of this. First it was just the 
pay which was not to be allowed to escalate. Then, 
because of protests which some of us made, the bill 
applied to both pay and the tax-free allowances 
received by members of this House and the other place 
(Senate). 

“Mr. Speaker, the restraint period is not over. 
Inflation has not been licked. Why not do the same for 
1977? If nothing happens, then the increases that did 
not take place in January, 1976, will take place in 
1977.” 

It means that in two months' time the pay for MPs 
goes to $25,600 and their tax-free allowances to $11,300 
with corresponding increases for "Their Honors in the 
other place.” 

Mr. Knowles' words are reported to have evoked 
hoots and hollers of dissent from his fellow MPs, and 
he commented wryly, “I knew I would reach new 
heights of popularity by suggesting that.” 

Never mind, Mr. Knowles. As far as the voting 
public is concerned, the government is reaching those 
same heights. 


Saving the nation?

E choing the statement of Keith Splcer, the 
Commissioner of the Official Languages Act 
who said without reservation not long ago that the 
federal bilingualism program was a failure. Max 
Saltsman. the NOP MP (or the Ontario riding of 
Waterloo-Cambridge, goes much further. 

He says the failure is making English Canada so 
“weary and discouraged" that it is about ready to tell 
Quebec to go it alone. 

Whether the majority of Canadians have become 
so frustrated with the malcontents of Quebec that they 
would welcome a break-up of confederation, with a 
return to a nine-province natidn that would be 
separated geographically, is debatable. 

The distinct possibility of this happening must be 
worrisome to at least some Canadians who would 
welcome new attempts to bring English and French 
sectors together, even though it may be too late. 

Max Saltsman thinks there's time and he is 
seeking the views of his constituents on three 
proposals he has forwarded them in a news letter 
which he believes may contain an answer to the 
Krench-English confrontation. 

He goes one better than the recommendation of 
the languages commissioner that, rather than 
concentrate on bilingualism in government 
administration, there be greater effort to make the 
nation bilingual by pushing the teaching of French in 
early English Canada schooling. 


He would do that and, at the same time, make 
English compulsory in the primary grades of French 
Canada: every youngster in all parts of the country 
would be required from the beginning of the formal 
educational process to learn the two languages. 

Or, how about allowing Quebec to be unilingual 
French and English Canada to be unilingual English 
and let it go at that? 

With his third proposal, the MP has second 
thoughts about English Canada being fed up with the 
present program and. perhaps, it should be given 
another try with a public education program designed 
to convince Canadians of its worthiness. 

ITie likely response to that will be cool and as (or 
the unilingual French plan for Quebec and unilingual 
English for the remainder of the country it would be a 
backward step in unification of the nation and create 
more problems than ever. 

The compulsory learning of English and French in 
all parts of Canada, which Saltsman himself thinks 
would be best although costly, would appear to be the 
only way to go. It would be slow going, but only in this 
way can Canada reach a truly bilingual state as in 
some of the countries of Europe where the youngsters 
are being taught English in addition to their native 
languages. 

Quebec might be talked into it?

Trudeau-Carter relations 


When official relations 
between Canada and the United 
States started deteriorating 
after Pierre Trudeau became 
prime minister in 1968.1 made 
a prediction that no improve¬ 
ment could be expected until 
voters would change the key 
political figures in Mh Ottawa 
and Washington. The reason 
for that view was glaring 
Trudeau-Nixon personal an¬ 
tagonism and ideological in¬ 
compatibility. 

I Nixon’s downfall didn't 
change much because Gerald 
Ford lacked popular mandate 
and. asNixon'shand-pickedap- 
pointee. was assumed to hold 
basically the same political 
views which Trudeau detested 
in his predecessor.

F Jimmy Carter’s emergence 
as the next elected occupant of 
the White House therefore pre¬ 
sents the first real prospect of 
change in Canadian-American 
relations. So the question 
arises: What chances are there 
of the two men hitting it 
together and repairing some of 
the damage the two North 
American democracies suf¬ 
fered through almost a decade 
of silly irritations and 
tantrums of emotional 
nationalism? 

Since Trudeau is likely to 
stay in office for at least half of 
Carter's first term in the White 
House, and since our prime 
minister’s well known views of 
how the universe should unfold 
have not shifted away from 
their neo-Marxist base, the 
question really is whether 
Carter's political philosophy 
and personality are more in 
tune with Trudeau's

preferences than were Nixon's 
and Ford's. 

Off hand it would seen logical 
to assume that a Democrat— 
any Democrat—in the White 
House would be politically 
more compatible with a 
Liberal prime minister in Ot¬ 
tawa than a Republican presi¬ 
dent. Their political thinking 
and weltanschaung should ran 
along parallel, if not identical, 
lines. 

In fact, as is well known on 
both sides of the border, the 
major political parties in North 
America contain such a wide 
variety of "liberalism ' and 
■'conservatism that a "con¬ 
servative Liberal" in Canada 
can be closer to the prototype 
image of a Republican in the 
U.S. than to a Democrat, and a 
"liberal Republican' could be 
closer to the traditional image 
of the Canadian Grit than to the 
stereotype Tory. 

★ ★ * 

So party labels are of little 
help. Especially in Trudeau's 
case, where the label our PM 
wears is so obviously tactical 
convenience. A dedicated life¬ 
long socialist, Trudeau grabbed 
the Liberal designation in 1965 
merely as the best available 
camouflage under which power 
could be attained safely and 
respectably in Canada through 
the ballot box. 

With this in mind. It’s pretty 
clear that to strike real rapport 
with Trudeau, Carter would 
also have to be a camouflaged 
socialist, or at least what in the 
United States would be termed 
radical or far-out left 
Democrat. 


Unless the peanut farmer 
and well-tested Democratic 
party worker somehow 
managed to lead a political 
double life, there is nothing dis¬ 
cernible in his past to suggest 
that the one-time governor of 
(Borgia could be substantislly 
closer to Trudeau’s socialism 
than Nixon or Ford. 

No definitive judgment is. 
of course, possible until more 
is known about Carter's think¬ 
ing processes and actual 
policies. His apparent 
readiness to do and say in his 
campaign whatever the 
pollters deemed to be momen¬ 
tarily popular, would indicate 
unscrupulous sacrifice of prin¬ 
ciples (if any) to tactical ex- 
p^iency. In that respect, at 
least, the president-elect and 
Trudeau may find familiar

common ground. But at the 
moment I see no other areas of 
affinity to warrant anticipation 
of marked improvements in 
Canadian-American relations. 

Certainly no one should ex¬ 
pect development of the close 
political rapport and personal 
cordiality Trudeau established 
almost instantly with Fidel 
Castro or with Jamaica’s bud¬ 
ding “leftist” dictator Michael 
Manley. Such camaraderie is 
only possible among the mis¬ 
sionaries of the same faith. 
Jimmy Carter, who likes to 
portray himself as a re-born 
Christian, does not fit the com¬ 
pany of Trudeau's Marxist 
pals. And while he need not 
necessarily see them as his 
adversaries, the imperatives of 
the office he will assume in 
January are bound to make 
him their enemy.

All of which amounts to uy- 
ing that promects for improve¬ 
ment in official Canadian- 
American relations are not 
bright, despite the coming 
changeover from a Republican 
to a Democratic administra¬ 
tion in Washington. To achieve 
the close co-operation both 
countries badly need in face of 
the evo'-growing totalitarian 
peril, one essential ingredient 
is still missing: A change of 
government in Ottawa. For in 
the final analysis it’s penthouse 
socialist Trudeau, not the 
R^ublican or Deiincrat in the 
White House, who blocks 
revival of the unique symbiosis 
that has made (and so far kept) 
North America prosperous and 
secure.

Are Canadian taxpayers be¬ 
ing turned off by politics? 

Well, if they're not actually 
tuning out the politicians, there 
are increasing signs of 
boredom. 

The chief electoral officer, 
the national ringmaster of 
federal elections, has been 
looking at figures showing a 
decline from 74 to 71 per cent in 
voter participation in the most 
recent elections. 

The question is a live one in 
postmortem of the United 
States presidential election in 
which not much more than 25 
per cent of eligible voters, an 
incredible one in every four, 
gave Jimmy Carter an almost 
imperceptible nod over Gerald 
Ford. 

But the Canadian participa¬ 
tion rate of 71 per cent, off 
three percentage points, is 
simply terrific compared to the 
American. 

Still, it’s headed the wrong 
way. Down. 

And while it may be terrific 
in the north American election 
lea^e, it’s miserable in com¬ 
parison to the European. 

The chief electoral officer, 
has been keeping a running 
score, and marks the voter par¬ 
ticipation rate in beleaguered 
Britain at 80 per cent; in fYance 
at 80: West (Germany at 86; and 
in Austria, at an astounding 95 
per cent. 

His office is preparing a 
study on these voting participa¬ 
tion patterns, and mailing a 
copy to every member of 
Parliament and senator. 

In the “little league” of 
federal alections, the in¬ 
dividual constituency by-elec¬ 
tions. the political perfor¬ 
mance is plainly poor. 

In the highly-publicized 
Ottawa-Carleton by-election 
where the hotly-contested race 
for former Liberal Finance 
Minister John Turner's old seat 
focussed national attention, 
only about 53 per cent of eligi¬ 
ble voters went to the polls. 

Which means that Jean Pig- 
gott. who won the riding for the 
Conservatives for the first time 
in some 90 years, and with a 
huge majority, had far less 
than half the eligible voters 
supporting her. 

The most explicit expression 
of this voter disillusionment 
with the political process, in 
the U.S., and to a lesser extent 
in Canada, It the citizen’s 
fallure^-deliberats or through 
ne^ence—to vote. 

More appeals to the voters to 
do their civic duty obviously 
aren’t changing things. 

The basic fault is that of the 
politicians who interest fewer 
and fewer voters. 

This is the finding of 
research done by an indepen¬ 
dent American study of voting 
interests and patterns which 
hat come to the attention of 
Canada’s chief electoral of¬ 
ficer. It finds that two-thirds 


of the non-voters have lost in¬ 
terest in politics because "can¬ 
didates say one thing and then 
do another,” or because "it 
really doesn't make any dif¬ 
ference who is elected” since 
there it “little actual dif¬ 
ference between the parties.” 

True? 

Well, supporting that 
proposition recently has been 
Parliament's defiance of 
stron^y-expressed public opi¬ 
nion in legislating the abolition 
of capital punishment. 

Fu^er support is found in 
Parliament's continued lip- 
service—again in defiance of 
both French and English 
language groups, in (Quebec and

the other provinces—to 
bilingualism. 

Parliament's elitism—seen 
in its repeated voting of pay. 
pension and privilege for 
itself—above and beyond the 
reach of ordinary voters—has 
further turned off the tax¬ 
payers from politicians and 
politics. 

This turning away from 
politics is made more disturb¬ 
ing because the growing 
number of non-voters seems to 
be drawn from middle<lass 
constituents and from the 
young, many of whom, the 
study warns, now are in danger 
of being tuned out permanent¬ 
ly. 


Why did Britons boo Boris?

Fame came to Boris Nikolayevich 
Ponomarev in one short week—the week he 
just spent in Britain as the guest of the Labor 
Party. 

Before he left Moscow, not one Briton in 
ten thousand had ever heard of him: by the 
time he returned, his.name, pronounced it is 
true with some considerable difficulty, was 
on everybody's lips. 

Although better known in his own country 
Ponomarev is not, and never has been, one irf 
the Kremlin's Top Ten. In Stalin's time he 
never occupied a position of real power, and 
not till twenty years after Stalin's death was 
his lifelong service to the Community Party, 
as well as his eminence as an ideology pundit, 
rewarded with a subsidiary probationer's 
seat in the ruling Politburo. 

Yet. sitting in the Strangers’ Gallery of 
the British House of Commons. Ponomarev 
heard himself described by Peter Blaker. a 
Tory MP, as one who “worked closely with 
Stalin, and therefore is an accessory to the 
slaughter of millions of his countrymen," 
who "played a prominent part in organizing 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia," and whose 
"present job is to mastermind the destruc¬ 
tion of our own liberty." 

Encouraged by the Tory cheers that 
greeted this tirade Mrs. Thatcher, the party 
leader, rounded on Prime Minister Callaghan 
for agreeing to meet Pononwrev. "Does the 
prime minister.” she asked, “think that soft 
soothing words will have any effect whatever 
on that regime?” 

Callage reminded her of the memorable 
words spoken by one of her predecessors in 
the Tory leadership. Winston Churchill: 
"Jaw-jaw is better than war-war." 

He also reminded her that only last year 
another Winston Churchill—the ^eat man's 
grandson, now a Tory MP—"didn't just meet 
but had lunch with a senior adviser to 
Brezhnev, and (after the lunch) expressed the 
opinion that there should be such contacts 
because, frankly, we had to live with these 
people" 

Callaghan could also have recalled the 
contributions of other Tory party leaders to 
the cause of East-West co-existence. 

In 1966 Sir Anthony Eden welcomed to Bri¬ 
tain two Soviet leaders, Bulganin and 
Khrushchev, who had indeed “worked closely 




with Stalin,” and even arranged for them to 
have tea with the Queen. 

And in 1973 Sir Alec Douglas-Home went to 
Helsinki and insisted that the detente agree¬ 
ment then being negotiated must provide for 
freer movement of people and information 
between Ormmunist eastern Europe and the 
non-Communist West. 

The Russians understandably find it 
rather odd that—as one of their publicists, 
Febx Alexeyev. puts it—“those who yester¬ 
day were urpng the right to unrestricted ex¬ 
changes of ideas and information between 
East and West are today all out to erect bar¬ 
riers between them.” 

Whjje Ponomarev, with rapt attention, 
was watching British democracy in action in 
the Mother of Parliaments, honorable 
members on the Tory benches tried to have 
him ejected, but failed to muster enough 
votes to do so. 

The Labor Party's guest had already been 
booed on landing at London airport and 
shouted at outside his hotel. Later he was 
jostled in Edinburgh, and everywhere he was 
dogged by Jewish demonstrators protesting 
against the persecution of their brethren in 
Brezhnev’s Russia. 

Harsh although that persecution may be it 
is as nothing to the sufferings of the Jews un¬ 
der Hitler. And yet was it not another of Mrs. 
Thatcher’s predecessors in the Tory 
leadership, a certain Neville Chamberlain, 
who, on a memorable occasion in 1938-when 
the German concentration camps were 
already packed with Jews—got together with 
the arch-Jew-baiter and, with his signature to 
the Munich Pact, became an accessory not 
just to the invasion of Czechoslovakia but to 
its dismemberment and destruction? 

Of course Chamberlain did the right thing 
when he agreed to meet Hitler and talk things 
over: jaw-jaw is better than war-war, and 
altbou^in this case it ended in war-war the 
jaw-jaw had to be tried first. 

And Churchill was a thousand times right 
to fly to Moscow during the Second World 
War and hobnob with Stalin, even though the 
latter's hands were already stained with the 
Mood of the countless victims of the Great 
Purge.

For the past 20 years, ac¬ 
cording to the newspapers, this 
province has suffered from a 
housing "crisis". 

For many years the “crisis" 
was defined as a housing short¬ 
age. More recently, the word 
shortage has disappeared from 
the captions — which is not sur- 
priaing. becauae any observer 
who ■ not mentally deprived 
can see for himaelf tiiat there 
ia a surplus. An hour's drive 
round Victoria or the Lower 
Mainland will show hundreds 
upon hundreds of “For Sale" 
signs in front of all kinds of 
housmg. 

So it must be the cost then, 
not tbe quantity of housing that 
created the "crisis”. And, 
judging once again from the 
newspapers, many un¬ 
enlightened people shared my 
susprioo, not only that the coat 
was too high, but that it had 
been deliberately escalated by 
land speculators — escalated 
until the real estate industry 
experiencad the same hiatus 
as did the B.C. Fhmes: Hie 
price was so exorbitant that tbe 
consumer stopped buying. 

We were wrong, of course: 
tbe provincial government has 
proved that. Tl^ set up a com¬ 
mittee to study the housing 
’’crisis” — a committee 
chaired by a highly successful 
real estate developer 
(remember the old one about 
setting a goat to guard the 
vegetable garden?). 

With enviable aplomb, this 
committee ignored the glut of 
all kinds of housing on the 
market, with admirable im¬ 
partiality. it absolved land 
speculators from any respon¬ 
sibility for the high prices that 
caused the glut. Instead, it 
blamed the people themselves, 
and tbe governments they 
elected, for putting obstacles in 
the way of developers. 

The committee recommends 
the abolition of the land-use 
contract — that deplorable im¬ 
pediment to uncontrolled 
development: it recommends 
withholding from communities 
their own tax money if com¬ 
munities put any obstacles in 
the way of developers: it 
recommends the beginning of a 
steady incursion into 
agricultural land 
In Brave New World, Aldous 
Huxley proposed an Utopia 
with a new deity: Henry Ford. 
"Hiank Ford for progress," 
the brainwashed citizens mur¬ 
mured reverently. We in B.C. 
will soon find ourselves in a 
similar position.

Mr. Endangered 
Species tells us 60.000 positions 
in the civil service were 
designated as bilingual, which 
means that 79 per cent of all 
civil service jobs are 
designated for unilingual 
English-speaking. 

Mr. Saunders claims the 
14.446,000 Canadians are using 
English as their mother 
tongue, S.546.000 French and 
1.600,000 others. This means 
that 66 per cent claiming 
English as their mother tongue 
can apply for 79 per cent of all 
the civil service jobs.

M. Landry counters by say¬ 
ing thousands of Italian aiid 
French-speaking Quebecers 
are sending their children to 
English schools. How then does 
he explain a scene on the 
National News last week show¬ 
ing Premier Bourassa being 
verbally harassed by Italian 
and Gr^ parents wtio are ex¬ 
tremely frustrated because 
they can’t get their children 
into English schools? These are 
Catholic parents. They could 
register as Protestants and 
send their children to Protes¬ 
tant schools, but they'want to 
retain their religion and also 
have freedom of choice in 
education. Bill 22. ax it is cur¬ 
rently interpreted, prohibits 
this. This incident was not con¬ 
trived by the CBC nor is it an 
isolated case. I was still living 
in (Juebec in September when 
the schools were opening and 
the cases similar to this 
reported by the media were too 
numerous to mention. 

The English have a much bet¬ 
ter chance of becoming 
bilingual since pupils attending 
protestant schools now start 
learning French in Grade 1, 
and many schools have ‘im- 
merstoo" classes where all 
subjects are taught in French 
for the entire school year. This 
is a great improvement and 
Bill 22 IS responsible to a large 
degree. French schools do not 
start teaching English until 
Grade 6. and I doubt if there 
are any plans for immersion 
courses. 


It should be remembered 
that in Quebec the non-French- 
speaking minority group 
numbers one million. Provided 
they can communicate with the 
government in English they 
should be able to get along, 
although the recent issue of 
new Medicare cards in French 
only has disturbed some. 

With regard to the business 
field. BUI 22 states that for 
companies wishing to do 
business with the government 
and who have offices in 
Quebec, preference will be 
given to those whose working 
language is French. This 
means that virtually all the 
national and international com¬ 
panies will make French the 
working language in their 
(Juebec offices. Graduates of 
the English schools wiU thus be 
forced to use their second 
language at least part of each 
working day. which will im¬ 
prove their bilingualism. 

Hie same does not hold true 
for their French counterparts 
who will have no more incen¬ 
tive for maintaining their 
knosriedge of En^ish than the 
latter have had in the past in 
maintaining their knowledge of 
French. TUa is why I say that 
Bourassa has done his fellow 
FrenchQuebecers no favor in 
these aspects of Bill 22. 

As it stands now they have 
restrictions in the field of 
education they didn’t have 
before, and tlw gains in the 
business field are not as great 
as they have been led to 
believe.

”The main issue facing Oak 
Bay is the ability of the mu¬ 
nicipality to meet its obliga¬ 
tions and maintain its ser¬ 
vices in the face ot rising 
costs, without substantial in¬ 
creases in taxes being levied 
upon the homeowner.

First, the pro¬ 
vincial government must be 
convinced that failure to 
grant municipalities a source 
oi revenue apart from a 
direct tax cm land and build¬ 
ings will cause great hardship 
to the individual ratepayer, 
especially those <xi fixed in¬ 
comes. 

"Secondly, the efficiency of 
Oak Bay’s administratkm and 
the delivery of services mjist 
be improved. We must get 
more from our dollar. Much 
has bem done by the present 
council in this regard. More 
can and will be done. 

"For the fOTeseeable future 
our policy must be cme of fis¬ 
cal restraint. While maintain¬ 
ing that policy of restraint 
much can be dme to improve 
the quality of life in Oak Bay 
by continued emphasis on sta¬ 
bility on zoning matters and 
creation of a comprehensive 
place for the village to pre> 
serve its amenities and 
chgiTO.”

growth within the capital re- 
gion is by careful community 
planning.

beautiful young Ottawa 
woman, terribly burned In a 
fire last ^veekend at a drug 
rehabilitation centre, ia fight¬ 
ing for her life and against 
the drug addiction that has 
blighted the last eight years 
of her life. 

Shirley Stott. 19, is in the in¬ 
tensive care unit at Varr- 
eouver General Hospital in 
serious condition with third- 
degree bums to 60 per cent of 
her body. Firemen rescued 
her Sunday night from the 
blazing thiM floor of the Xar^ 
ennon Drug Rehabilitation 
Centre. 

Her throat ts burned s<i se¬ 
verely that when she regained 
consciousness briefly Thurs¬ 
day. she was unable to talk to 
her mother, Marion, K, who 
has flown here from the fami¬ 
ly home jn Ottawa. 

■'She’s a junkie.” Mrs. Stott 
Raid in an interview'. “We’ve 
alw’ays suspected that some¬ 
thing violent, something trag¬ 
ic, might happen to her. 

'Tt did.” 

Mrs. Etottt said hospital 
staff had Said her daughter 
had less than a 5t)-per-cent 
chance of surviving the bums. 

“She was given a 5l>-50 
chance of living through this 
week, but only a 4(»-per-(ent 
chance of sur\iving next 
week, bectause of the susceydi- 
bilhy i>eople with se\ere 
bums have to infections,” 
said Mrs. Stott. 

“A mother always lorrfcs for 
a ray of hope, and T haven't 
given up. She’s got to Hve. I 
want to take her home and 
look after her, in six month.s 
or a year, when she’s well 
* enough to travel. She’s so 
young.” 

Mrs. Stott said that Shirl_py,^ 
an A student, began sniffing 
nail polish when she was 11 
years old. By the time she 
reached Grade 11, she was ex¬ 
perimenting with many other 
drugs, and dropped out of 
school in Grade 12 and began 
, travelling Canada.

Narconon receives funds 
from the city and the provin¬ 
cial government, and uses 
principles of Scientology in 
treating drug addicts. 

Staff say that Shirley was 
assigned a room on the sec¬ 
ond floor, but went to sleep in 
a third-floor room. She also 
olitained an electric heater. 

“The staff checked on her 
several times between the 
time she arrived and the time 
of the fire,” said spokesman 
Jeanne Henderson. “Each 
time she w^s checked, the 
heater was unplugged, but she 
pluge^ it back in herself.” 

The door to tier room ap¬ 
parently caught fire from a 
faulty wire connecting the 
heater. At about 7 p.m., a fire 
alarm went off, and someone 
in the house checked the first 
and second floors, but not the 
third, found no fire, and de¬ 
cided the alarm was faulty. 

The fire was discovert 19 
minutes later. Firemen were 
called and pulled the woman 
from the ■burning room. 

Mrs. Stott said her daugh¬ 
ter could only nod her head 
when she saw her Thursday 
and Friday, .in response to 
questions. 

She was “in terrible pain.” 
because her steady use of 
drugs In recent years “has 
built iqj an immunity to 
almost every painkiller they 
could give her.” 

“She stayed in touch with 
the family pretty w’ell con¬ 
stantly,” said Mrs Stott. “She 
U)ld us in every letter we got 
that she was off drugs, but 
every time she phoned she 
was stoned, right out of it. 

“I tried for years to get her 
involved in rehabilitation pro¬ 
grams of one kind err another, 
but she just didn't have the 
motivation. Perhaps the drugs 
were a cover for her shyness 
I think so.” 

;Mi's. Stott said that if her 
daughter survived, some 
small goiKl might come of the 
fire, because she might have 
a better chance to shake her 
drug habit.

YAKIMA, Wash, (l^ — A 
jury of seven men and four 
women hearing testimony_in a 
Uzarre death case involving 
exorcism will not be seques¬ 
tered despite growing pi^iioi- 
ty. the presiding judge has 
ruled. 

Yakima County Superior 
Court Judge Howard Het¬ 
tinger said he would not order 
the jurors sequestered be¬ 
cause he was confident they 
would heed his instructions 
not to read about the trial in 
newspapers or view television 
news account oi the proceed* 
ings. 

“The jurors have assured 
us they will abide by the 
court's orders,” Hettinger 
said. “When they have n^t. 
the matter U cured with a 
new trial.” 

The jury spent a good part 
of Friday's court {Kt>oeedings 
listening to tape recorded 
statements each of the five 
(jefendants, members of a re¬ 
ligious cult, made to police at 
the time they were arrested. 

One tape recording said the 
room in which the body of 
three-yearold David Weil- 
bacher lay for tuo months 
was sprayed with disinfectant 
and sealed with tape while the 
adults had beaten him 
during his lifetime waited for 
his resurrection. 


Help offers pour for couple 


DALLAS (UPI) — A po¬ 
verty - stricken couple who 
found a baby's body in a trash 
bin and led a drive to bury 
the infant received (^ers of 
financial help for themselves 
from across the U.S. 

“I agreed we need it, but 
we're not asking for it,” said 
Walter Baldree, an unem¬ 
ployed, illiterate laborer. 

Baldree and his wife found 
the body of the newborn girl 
in a trash bin outside a fash¬ 
ionable apartment building a 
week ago. They were digging 
through the trash looking for 
aluminum beer cans they 
could sell to provide food for 
themselves and their two 
daughters. Sanja, 6, and Judy, 
3. 

The baby, called Snow 
White by Mrs. Baldree, was 
buried in a casket and a plot 
donated by a funeral home. 
About a dozen people, some of 
them obviously affluent, 
braved a biting wind and 
' chilly temperatures to attend 
the five-minute service. 

Offers of help came within 
hours after the funeral from 
people who read or heard of 
their efforts.

Berger close to writing pipeline report

OTTAWA (CP) — Mr. Ju»- 
tice Tbomae Berger will bear 
final arRumenta Ihl* week be¬ 
fore leaving for hi* Vancouver 
home tx> write a ^port on 
what might be one of the larg^ 
est projects in the country'* 
history — a pifieline down the 
Mackenzie River VaHey. 

Dll and pipeline companir* 
.and public interest proupa will 
make their final arRumenta to 
the B.C. Sui>reme Court jutlRC 
in five days of hearings open¬ 
ing Monday in Yellowknife. 

In his report, expected to be 


pareaented to government 
aomedme in February, Ber¬ 
ger will recommend what 
oondittona should be jdaced on 
any pipeline contdnMted in 
the north. 

But during 20 months of 
hearings, he lias pointed out 
he cannot say whether a pipe¬ 
line should be built. That is a 
decision government will 
make on the recommendation 
4>f the federal regulatory 
agency. 

Native groups.'whose pres¬ 
sure for land claims settle¬ 
ments in the north increased 


during the term of the com¬ 
mission. likely will urge the 
judge not to allow construc¬ 
tion of a pipeline until they 
finish tAlks with the federal 
government. 

^ The natives repeatedly tes¬ 
tified during the northern 
hearings in Yellowknife and 
in dozens of tiny Indian and 
Ihuit settlements, that they 
are not against development. 

But they want land claims 
settled first, giving them 
tome say in oil exploratkm 
and pipeline construction so 


they can protect their inter¬ 
ests. 

The view received some 
support from Berger’s staff 
who said in a report last 
month that any pipeline con¬ 
struction within 10 to l.’i years 
after settlement 4rf land 
claims would be detrimental 
to the natives. 

A delay would be needed to 
set up institutions and struc¬ 
tures “which will guarantee 
the native peoide of the north 
a secure political, social and 
economic base upon which to 
face the future.'* 


But (he staff steered away 
from any specific recommen- 
datirm on the land claims 
'issue, saying it was a matter 
(or government to decide. 
They merely wranted all evi¬ 
dence before the judge when 
he wrote his rejwrt. 

Berger also has said he is 
not bound by the staff refxirt 
and may reject any jiart of It. 
He said he has it released so 
other parties to the hearing 
could resfkond Ih final ar¬ 
guments this week. 

Industry representatives 


arc expected to oppose any 
delay in pipeline constructipn. 
8a>ing the natural gas is 
needed as soon as possible 
and tile country cannot afford 
further delays. 

Ail gitmps taking part also 
will make recommendations 
to the judge on a wide range 
of issues inA'iuding iHissiblc al¬ 
ternate routes, specific mea¬ 
sures to protect wildlife and 
technical aspects of building 
the pipeline. 

Those recommendations, 
and the evidence gathered 


from a thousand witnesses 
during the hearings, will be 
used by the judg^^.ej he pre¬ 
pares his reflBFf on the social, 
econofnif^ and environmental 
Impact of fwjieline constnir- 
tion throughout the north. 

Tlie inquiry, set up by the 
federal Liberal government in 
1975, has had a significant im¬ 
pact on native grouiis who 
desribe it as the first time 
anyone from the sooth has 
ever bothered to ask them 
how they felt before mo\-ing 
in with further devehtpment 
for the north.

For some children, pubKc 
schools Wl even some pri¬ 
vate schools aren't the an¬ 
swer. 

They’re a very small per¬ 
centage of ^e total, but for 
youngsters like li-year-old 
Allen Wright, school can be a 
cruel, crushing world that can 
turn a kid to actually throw¬ 
ing up at the thought. 

Allen is among those who 
have what Is called a learning 
disability. He’s not retarded, 
but he’s a slow learner. 

In simplistic terms, a re¬ 
tarded child is one who has 
brain damage while a child 
with a learning disability is 
one with just a block in one 
secticm of his brain. 

That block can. in the ma¬ 
jority of cases, be removed 
with a lot of time, patience 
and understanding. 

But pubdic schools, on the 
whole, lack the time and pa¬ 
tience because of sheer 
numbers. They have to get 
the masses through and try to 
help those like i^Ien whenev¬ 
er — if ever — the teachers 
get a chance. 

^^’he^e private schools may 
fail children like Allen is in 
patience. In their quest to 
produce the abo\'e-average. 
intellectual student who will 
be a credit to the school, the 
less-than-briUiant student 
doesn’t necessarily get ig¬ 
nored but may be picked <x\ 
and ridiculed in front of his 
classmates — the worst thing 
that could happen to him psy¬ 
chologically. 

Different 

Allen was a “hyper'* child 
who had trouble eating, his 
mother Beatrice said. She 
knew Alim was a little dif¬ 
ferent from the other children 
his age. 'The first symptoms 
that he was going to have 
trouble in school came in kin¬ 
dergarten. 

He would come home upset 
and restless, and he wouldn’t 
take part in games. 

Enrolled in a private school 
in the first grade, Allen began 
having troulde. There w'as no

communication between Al¬ 
len’s kindergarten teacher 
and the Grade 1 teacher to in¬ 
dicate that Allen didn’t know 
his alphabet. As time passed, 
he b^n)e more and more 
upset because he couldn’t 
keep up and couldn’t do the 
“flash cards” which had 
words written on them. 

Screamer 

What probabty turned Alien 
off the most, his mother said, 
was the fgct that his'teacher 
was a “screamer.”’ 

Because of his disability, 
Allen had a defeatist attitude, 
and without patience and 
understanding, he couldn’t be 
helped. 

'Things improved in Grade 2 
because his mother changed 
schools and his teacher wns a 
more understanding person. 
She spent a great deal of time 
helping him try to read. Part 
of his problem w*as a lack of 
hmd-eye co-ordination, caus¬ 
ing him to juggle letters and, 
i n arithmetic. transpose 
numbers. 

The new teacher didn’t 
punish him. but tried to calm 
him down when he was agitat¬ 
ed. 

But she missed one thing. 
She fCMgot to introduce Allen 
to waiting. 

Used to seeing only print¬ 
ing, the change<Wer to writing 
in Grade 3 threw Allen for a 
IcK^. He had never seen writ¬ 
ing before and he couldn’t 
cope with the change. 

A^in there was a lack of 
understanding. 

His October report said that 
if he didn’t put f<M*di some ef¬ 
fort. “he will never get past 
Grade 3,” his mother re¬ 
called.

Persuaded by school board 
and schoed authorities that 
ABen should go beck into the 
regular school system, she de¬ 
cided to enrol him in a well- 
known private school in Vic¬ 
toria. 

It Was the w'orst year for 
Allen. 

Although there were only 17 
children in the class (the bro¬ 
chure did emphasize the 
school had small classes to 
give more individual atten¬ 
tion). there was a tMa) lack of 
understanding and patience 
for Allen. 

The disciplinarian and au¬ 
thoritarian manner the 
school and its teachers were 
foreign to him. He w’as ridi- 
miled by a teacher in front of 
the entire class and, on one 
occasion, was made to stand 
ui front of the class while the 
teacher threw chalk at him. 

The other students 'were 
cruel, ganging up on him and 
picking him behind the 
teachers’ backs. 

“It wasn’t for him.” Mrs. 
Wright admitted. “By the end 
of the school year, he was a 
nervous wreck.” 

^e was determined at that 
point to take him right out of 
school. What was more impor¬ 
tant, she argued, hk educa¬ 
tion or his mental health? 

About that time, she spotted 
an article in Colonist 
about a young wY>man starting 
her own school for slow 
learners, and decided to give 
that a try. 

Eight boys 

She reasoned that spending 
5130 a month now would be 
•better ti^an spending money 
later trying to get him out of 
trouble with the law. A United 
States survey showed that 94 
per cent of ju\’enile correction 
officials thought that learning 
problems were a primary con¬ 
tributing factor toward juve¬ 
nile delinqueficy. 

Tliat decision may have 
helped Allen back on the road 
to becoming a better student. 

At the tiny Discovery School 
located on the top floor of a 
church hall, Allen and seven 
other boys attend classes 
under Mamie Shepherdson. 

With a less structured rou¬ 
tine in an easier atmosphere, 
ABen seems to have found 
learning not too difficult for 
him now. 

He smiles more frequently 
and even tries to help his 
classmates. 

“A lot of kids, in this class 
are like me,” he said. 

He no longer has to put up 
with the cruel teasing of other 
kids or the ridicule of an in¬ 
sensitive teacher. 

More help 

What, to him. was the 
biggest difference? 

‘T get more help," 

Perhaps Allen is luckier 
than the British (Columbia As¬ 
sociation for Children with 
Learning Disabilities. 

The group this year pro¬ 
posed a mandatory course in 
learning disabilities at the un¬ 
dergraduate level for all stu¬ 
dents in the education facul¬ 
ties in B.C. universities. 

Education Minister Pat 
McGeer was sympathetic but 
did not promise any immedi¬ 
ate action. 

“Your request that there be 
mandator>’ courses in the 
area of learning disability at 
our provincial universities has 
been dulv' noted. T am full>' 
aware of the concerns ol 
many parents in this regard 
and assure you that the ne)Kls 
of this sector of our student 
population are being consid¬ 
ered as I re\'iew the wer-all 
(^ndition of our provincial ed¬ 
ucational system. 

“At The same time I am 
sure you understand that 
there are a number of priori¬ 
ties in the field of public edu- 
catimi and these must be bai- 
anoeiji in terms of the human 
and material resources at our 
disposal. Under current condi- 
tiems, the requirement you 
have suggest^ wxuld be 
beyond the physical capabili¬ 
ties of the faculties of educa¬ 
tion. 

"I can assure you that your 
concerns are also a source of 
continuing concern to the de¬ 
partment of education. In the 
past the department has tan¬ 
gibly ^demonstrated its will¬ 
ingness and capability to 
meet special education needs 
where they exist, and will 
continue to do so in th^ fu¬ 
ture.”

It was Ihe second win of the 
meeting for Major Hike, who 
had previously won the Times 
Handicaf) and finished second 
to Willie’s Revenge in Ihe 
Vancouver Island Derby. 

It was also the second win 
of the day for the Hartoiett 
family. Patient Echo, jointly 
owned by Mrs. Hartoiett and 
Pam Bowman, was the win¬ 
ner of the sixth race. 

And to put the last touch to 
a record-breaking meeting 
held in almost |>eripi’l 


weather, Henry Lee's Prrmd 
Richards won the last race and 
was decorated by Short.

A year ago Maude Neygh 
felt quite content with herself 
when ehe returned home on a 
permanent basis shortly after 
the running of the last race at 
the Sandown Park thorough¬ 
bred meeting.

All the horse-playing Saan¬ 
ich housewife wanted to show 
Ift^t year was that playing the 
horses should be a fun thing, 
just like saving your money 
for a fling at the Reno slot- 
machines and gaming tables, 
and that it was not necessary 
to wind uf)- with the post-meet 
shorts. 

So when Maude learned that 
the Capital City Turf Qub had 
been formed and planned a 
1975 fall start she saved J200 
for her first Sandown adven¬ 
ture. She wasn't as concerned 
with winning as she was with 
going the 16-day distance, and 
it didn’t bother her at all that 
her Sandown poke had shrunk 
to $95.45 when the meeting 
ended. 

Muade considered herself a 
winner, explaining that she 
had never before had as 
much tun for $6.53 a day.

But Maude came up with a 
great finish. Risking more 
and getting something down 
on every race, she made a 
prom of $226.20 on the last 
four days. Her biggest gain 
came on ‘Htursday when she 
netted $95.80 while risking $86. 
and she splurged Saturday by 
risking $140. another new 
high. 

It was quite a finale. Maude 
made her first $10-10 bets.

On the entire island there ia 
not a tingle automobile. Not 
even a fHcycle. Inetead there 
are outrigger canoes to aail 
and ocean waten to explore. 

And when the dinner hour 
arrives, pigs and local vegeta¬ 
bles are baked lobo^tyle In 
an oven beneath the eoU. 

It is Polynesia with^ mos¬ 
quitos or other biting insecto. 

("This is because there is 
no fresh water on the island.” 
said the big beachooihber who 
runs the place. “We bring it 
in by boat.” • 

It is also amazingly inex¬ 
pensive, a bed with toree 
meals figuring out to less 
than $20.50 a day. Thaft the 
bruise for those who are will¬ 
ing to sleep darmltorjNctyie 
with three dozen otters. 

Other begchcombert settle 
for buret with thatch roof* 
and refrigerators. 

For this the management 
asks about H2 a day for two, 
including meals. 

The island’s high <toief, 43- 
yeaivold Dan Costello, an 
Irishman and ex<attle 
rancher, leased Beachcomber 
originally as a place to escape 
to for himself and his family. 
For shelter he built a single 
bungalow and topped it with 
thatch. 

There was just one prob¬ 
lem : He had too many 
friends. They flocked to toe 
island to join him. So he built 
another bungalow. And then 
another. 

“This is what toe Pacific Is 
all about.” one of the friends 
tc4d him. 

Among Fijians, his palmy 
patch soon became kno^ as 
the Island of Contentment 

Friends kept coming. Cos¬ 
tello continu^ building bun¬ 
galows. A genial fellow, he 
tried to accommodate them. 

What happened, of course, 
was that before long he found 
himself in the resort business. 
The triends kept appearing, 
but so did others until today 
Beachcomber is one of the 
busiest small islands in the 
Pacific. 

Costello kept sending boats 
to Lautoka to pick up his 
guests until the island was be- 
ccmiing overrun with Austra¬ 
lians. North Americans, Fi¬ 
jians and New Zealanders. 

To keep Beachcomber fnxn 
sinking into the Pacific, Cos¬ 
tello leased a neighbor island 
lees than five minutes by boat 
from his Messed hideaway. 

He choee the name Trea¬ 
sure Island for this new 
place in the sun and provided 
native bures for^ his guests. 
Only instead of outside plumb¬ 
ing, he equipped them with 
stall showers and ceiling fans 
to circulate the air. In all, he 
built 66 units on this 14 acres 
of peace, palms and plumeria. 

Whereas Beachcomber has 
the shingle out for the young 
crowd. Treasure — because 
it’s more e3q>en8ive — is cho 
sen by a more well-heeled cli¬ 
entele, its rates ranging from 
534 to $62 a day. 

Dress is casual to the point 
that Treasure's flock runs 
practically nude. A bikini will 
Or a sulu or a bula shirt. 
And along vA-ith Fiji’s incred¬ 
ible sunsett, the teppy hour 
begins NA'hile the Treasure Is¬ 
land Strings, the resident 
band, swings into action be¬ 
tween 7 and 11 p.m. f although 
some secretly wish they'd 
strum the traditional ballads 
of the South Seas and stop 
with the Elvis PreSley stuff). 

For those who feel so in¬ 
clined. snorkeling is heavenly 
in waters surrounding both 


Beachcomber and Treasure. 
The masks, fli^^rs, canoes 
and catamarans are on the 
house, but because both is¬ 
lands are marine sanctuaries, 
spear fishing and the removal 
of living shells within a milt 
of the beaches is forWdden. 

Among Fiji’s visitors it is 
the growing fashkm to strike 
out to these and otoer not-ao- 
distant islands; Plantation. 
Castaway and Mana, to name 
only a few the more than 
300. 

Castaway Is 17 acres of 
fruit and coconut groves. 
Shelter is provided in 50 
buret, their ceilings covered 
by Tapa cloth. Fans spin 
overhead while guests numb 
the senses with a rum cooler. 

Ah, the indolent life. 

Leaving Beachcomber, 
Treasure and the others, we 
sailed off to Mana Island 
aboard a huffing, puffing 
schooner only slightly rustler 
than the old African Queen 
that Bogart skippered in that 
memorable movie of the same 
name. 

Besides adults, children, 
pigs, fresh fruit, meat and 
vegetables (not to mention a 
goodly supply of booze), it de¬ 
livers to the island 15.0(X) gal¬ 
lons of water each day to be 
used by a native-st>’Ie ^es^)rt 
numbering 120 bures with 
such city-style refinements as 
louvered windows, tile floors, 
piped music and refrigerators. 

Hibiscus blooms float in 
clam shells and draperies with 
floral designs flutter at the 
windows. 


For the would-be Robinson 
Crusoe who suffers from 
claustrophobia on toe smaller 
islands. Mana takes in 300 
acres of excellent beaches, co- 
comit groves and an incredi¬ 
bly daric jungle growing over 
with all manner of strange 
and powerful vines and exotic 
trees. 

Before Mana began wel¬ 
coming tourists, the island 
was deserted -i used only for 
the growing of vegetables and 
fnilU by Fijians from otoer 
islands. Then a consortium of 
Australian and Japanese 
investors took out a lease and 
the p(^ulation suddenly 
leaped forward. 

More than 120 Fijians hot¬ 
footed it ashore to establish 
residence in the new promised 
land. 

Fcm- use of their land the 
Fijians are paid $32,000 a 
year. In additkm, the agree¬ 
ment provides that each and 
every tribesman (sony. tribes- 
persEMi) must be gainfully 
employed by the Japanese- 
Australian operators. 

While the Fijians have 
fared quite well, the same 
can’t be said of the Austra- 
lian-Japanese investors. In 
fact, tte Japanese had to bail 
out the once all-Australian 
erators when toe cash regis¬ 
ter failed to jingle tunefully 
enough. Now. though, that the 
occupancy is running at a 
rather steady 80 per cent, 
there is talk of adding another 
cluster of bures.

u s t r a 1 i a . New Zealand. 
Japan. Europe, (Canada and 
the United States. Although 
the stay of a tour group 
averages only about three 
days, a few independent trav¬

It comes off 
the conveyor belt split, things 
lalling out. TurkUh owners 
screaming. 

In fact I’ve never seen such 
a madhouse airport. 

No signs that 1 could see.

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Russians goin^ west 
for Baltic vacation 


By ROBcarr o. tots 

RIGA, Latvia “Going 
ivest," say Russians heading 
off for a long vacation or 
quick weekend on the Baltic 
coast. 

Ihey are doing so in gro^ 
ing iMBnbers, fcnr Latvia and 
neighboring Estonia have 
the highest living standards 
in the Soviet Union — tope in 
wages as as oonsuroption 
of meat and alcohol. Not suiv 
prisingly, they also have the 
highest divorce rate. 

Such statistics attract 
fun seekers and tun se^rt. 
They come to relax in the 
cafes and night spots, in wine 
shops and pastry rtiope un^ 
known in Russia. Ilwy come 
for the pleasant summer cli¬ 
mate and the gentle suif that 
casts ig> bits of amber Crom 
the shallow sea. 

Some of them come just to 
wander throjgh the romantic 
old towns of Riga and Tallin, 
whose cdbbled streets once 
echoed the calls of Hanseatic 
burghers and Livonian 
knights. 

Although the phrase “going 
west” is accurate, the real 
pull of the area is its relaxed 
Western lifestyle. 

“Aftw all, Law Is west, 
too,” observe a young 
woman from Moscow, refers 
ring to a city in toe Ukraine, 
“but who goes there for fun?” * 

Fun In summer means Jur- 
mala, the fastest growh® — if 
not already toe biggest — va¬ 
cation spot in toe Soviet 
Union. It consisti of a string 
of settlements starting 20 
miles south of Riga and ex¬ 
tending another 20 miles 
along the curving white 
strand of Riga Bay. 

Jurmala Is ccxinected to 
Riga fay a six-lane paved 
highway with huge cloverleaf 
interchanges. 

“ ‘Seventeen minutes 
through America,' we call It,” 
said a local sophisticoto who 
knows about U.S. freeways 
and the pace dt traffic on 
them. 

Jurmala’s population, 50,000 
In the off-season, balloons to 
300,000 in summer, even to 
600,000. counting day-trippers 
down from Riga. Accommo* 
dations range from a bed in a 
private residence to tu^e 
trade union hotels and sani- 
toriums that feature mud and 
sulphur baths, plus strictly 
enforced rest periods. 

Discipline extends to the 
beaches, too. There are well- 
posted and enforced “zones of 
passive rest” for sunbathers 
and other lazy folk, alternat¬ 
ing with “zones of active 
rest” for N-olleyballers and 
gymnasts who kick up saitd 
and noise. 

There are also posh dachas 
behind high fences for top po¬ 
litical leaders of, the republic 
and the country — “for the 
servants of the people." said 
an impertinent local. For ev- ; 
eryone, there is a fishermen’s 
restaurant-bar ingeniously 
built of derelict boats, and a 
cluster of “vig-vams” where 
shashlik and Hungarian wine 
are served. 

But star billing goes to the 
night clulb, too Juras Perie 
(Sea Pearl), cantilevered out 
over the beach. The show 
raises eyebrows just by start¬ 
ing at midnight — “a very unr 
Soviet time.” a Muscovite 
noted — but is somewhat 
tame beyond that. 

For five rubles (56.©), you 
can see a fourgirl chorus in 
black tights and white bras 
doing an enthusiastic cancan, 
and then, with top hats and 
canes, a IMOs strut to a con¬ 
temporary American pop 
tune. 

The price Includes food and 
drink: two pieces of salami, 
one slice of salmon, two Wte- 
sized pLroshki (meat paste in 
flaky crust), a half-dozen nib- 
lets of dried bacon, a healthy 
shot of cognac, a glass of cold 
black coffee and four choco¬ 
lates in paper twists. 

For another couple of rubles 
>-ou can buy the “in” drink, a 
cocktail called Northern 
Lights made of champagne 
and cognac, which is said to 
have a curious effect •— “no 
legs.” said one claiming to 
know. 

In Tallin, the entertainment 
is more sophisticated and dar¬ 
ing. Watching an erotic 
dance, one Rlussian whis¬ 
pered: ‘^Vender what party 
organ approved that?" And 
the price is higher — 59 in 
hard currency. 6 roubles, if 
you stand in an all-day ticket 
line. The competition for seats 
is stiffer too. since foreign 
tourists, overwhelmingly Fin¬ 
nish, come here. * 

The linns flock like herring 
across the SO-mile-wide Gulf 
of Fiitiand from Hei&inld for 
weekends of cheap boozing 
and carousing. “We’re getting 
fed up with them, always 
drunk and always trouble.” 
complained a tourism crfficial. 

But it’s a sympathetic, 
almost familiar complaint, 
because Finns and Estonians 
share a common language — 
Flnno Ui'gic — as well as a 
taste for the hard stuff. 
"Three drinks and the Finns 
are speaking Estonian and the 
Estonians Finnish,” said one 
Talliner. 

The language also helps 
keep Estonia Westernized. 
Itolsinld televisicm 8tati<xis 
are received here, and their 
news and current affairs re¬ 
ports keep locals ind^ndent 


of tiwir own censored broad¬ 
casts and newspapers. But 
Tallin stations are also more 
liberal than most elsewhere in 
toe Soviet Union in what they 
rfiow. 

Tbe good life here does take 
a ti^, faerwever. The most 
pressing eocial problem, said 
a Talliner, is that “the youth 
don’t want an education the 
way we did. They go to a uni¬ 
versity mostly to please their 
parents, not because It will 
mean a better life or a more 
interesting life later on.” 

This problem exists in Lat¬ 
via, too. At a Jurmala restau¬ 


rant, two young waiters were 
so intent on practicing their 
English that they bought an 
American visitor a bottle of 
champagne to keep him there 
longer. Both were university 
dropouts, majoring in 
gUsh. ihey insisted they 
would go bade to ecbool if it 
were not a fact that tiiey 
maltt more money as waiters 
than they would with a degree 
and 10 years’ experience. 

A bus tolver in the Soviet 
Union makes the same salajy 
as a PhD in science, about 
$325 a month.

ATHENS - - Almost 2,500 
years after they were erected 
on the Acropolis of Athens, 
some of the great jarts works 
of antiquity are being re¬ 
moved for safekeeping and re¬ 
placed by casts. 

This drastic action Is part 
of an urgent effort by the 
Greek authorities to protect 
the Acropolis from the rav¬ 
ages of time, tourism and (>ol- 
lution. As Dr. GeorgeDontas, 
^e director of the Acropolis, 
put it: "This is all a fierce 
struggle against old age." 

As part of that struggle, the 
government is planning lo 
change traffic patterns in the 
neighborhood, ban the use of 
oil for heating in the area-and 
further restrict the access of 
tourists to the monuments. 

The Acropolis, or "high 
city," a rocky hill rising 300 
feet from the centre of 
Athens, was first inhabited in 
neolithic times. By the clas¬ 
sical period it had become a 
sacred precinct, and the mon¬ 
uments visible today were 
built mainly under the aegis' 
of Pericles during the golden 
age of Greece, in 500 BC. 

Over the years, the build¬ 
ings suffered the effects of 
war and weather. The deterio¬ 
ration was rapidly acceler¬ 
ated by post-Secofid Worid 
War economic devek^vnmt 
that produced more industrial 
fumes, more automobile e.x» 
hausts and more affluent tra¬ 
vellers. 


According to Prof. Nicholas 
Platon, the head of a govern¬ 
ment study commission, more 
damage has been done in the 
last 30 years than in the pre* 
ytiRiB 20 centuries. 

The main problem, Dontas 
explained, is that polluted air 
contains sulitour. and sulphur 
combined with water vapor to 
form sulphuric add. The acid 
then turns the marble of the 
m<Miuments to gypeum, a 
powdery substance that can 
be worn away by rain, wind 
or even casual rubbing. 

Officials are particularly 
concerned about the sculp¬ 
tures that are still exposed on 
the hilL Two figures were re¬ 
cently removed frOm the west 
pediment of the Parthenon, or 
Temple of Athena. One is of 
King Kekrops, the legendary 
founder of Athens, seated <hi a 
snake: the other is his daugh¬ 
ter. Pandrossos, who kneels 
with her arm about his 
shoulder. 

A third sculpture, a reclin¬ 
ing woman known as Callirr- 
hoe, will be removed later. 
All three will then be replaced 
by glassfibre models now 
being cast in London. 

The sculptures were "han¬ 
dled like a baby," said 
Dontas. They will rest on the 
rock surface of the hill until a 
sn^all railroad traefc is built 
and they ean be moved to the 
nearby museum. 

The other pressing problem 
is the Erechtheum, a temple 
to Athena and Poseidon, 
finished in about 395 BC. Its

most striking feature wa.s tlie 
six caryatids, large support¬ 
ing columns shaped like 
young women. 

One W’as carried off to the 
British Museum in the early 
19th century and another was 
badly damaged, leaving four 
originals intact. Next year, 
these will also be moved to 
the museum and replaced by 
casts. 

The porch of the Erechth¬ 
eum is being redesigned so 
that the entire weight of the 
roof will be borne by the 
copies of the two missing 
caryatids. It would be rela¬ 


tively easy to return the four 
real columns to their original 
place, once science finds a 
way to protect the mai*ble 
agairrst erosion. 

.Meanwhile, officials have 
agreed In principle to forbid 
the use of low-grade heating 
oil near the hill, but have not 
yet worked out the details.

Where to locate 
value in Europe

BRUSSELS used lo be 
said that to get the most for 
your money in Europe you 
would have to live in Rome, 
eat in Peris, buy <-lothes in 
Bonn and go to the theatre in 
London. 

There is, according to a 
special survejF’ by the Euroi>e- 
an Economic Commission's 
statistical office, still much 
truth in this. 

Investigators went shoi>- 
ping, pens in hand, and 
bought some 705 items, from 
food to entertainment. Accom- 
modalions, transport, com¬ 
munications. furniture and 
various services were also in¬ 
cluded. 

It comes as no surpri.se ^at 
a man's coat of pure wool is 
cheapest in Lo^on at •}() 
pounds (S74i, but even if the 
French do include a value-ad¬ 
ded lax payment on clothes it 
is a jolt to learn that a coat of 
comparable quality should 
cost the equivalent of S130 in 
Paris. 

For fish lovers, a kilo (2.2 
pounds) of mackerel cost 
$1.2U in Bonn; In Paris $1.15. 
but in Rome it was $2. You 
are better off buying it in .Am¬ 
sterdam at 75 cents or Brus¬ 
sels at $1.20. More surprising 
is the big difference between 
Lemdon at 96 cents and Dublin 
at 55 cents. 

Now that Christmas near.s. 
better start thinking of the 
children; a doll in Bonn costs 
$3 but in Paris it will set you 
back $4.27. In London, only 
$1.53. 

From the raw material the 
EEC exfjerts have calculated 
what they call "consumer 
punhasing power T>arities." 
They say it is not enough to 
calculate these from the ex¬ 
change rates: The parity 
mellvKl makes com[>arisons 
between the intemal markets 


of the kJiC member coun¬ 
tries. 

On this basis it ran be con¬ 
cluded that Copenhagen is the 
most expensive city in the 
Common Market, followed by 
Bonn and Paris. In London, 
Dublin and Rome prices are 
relatively lower. The Benelux 
countries (Belgium, the Neth¬ 
erlands and Luxembourg) 
hover between these rivo ex¬ 
tremes — although extremes 
is a relative word: There is 
nowhere in the community 
where the cost of living is 
low.

Danny was meeting Bruce 
Harper of Vancouver, already 
one of the best in ^C., and 
the fame eventually reached 
a crescendo which hasn’t been 
equalled in provincial play 
since. Ihis, incidentally, is 
our Game of the Week.

Reap harvest of shrimp 


We have l>een having a lot 
of fun with our new-to-us boat 
since we got it early In Sep¬ 
tember, just in time to get in 
on the coho fishing in the 
Sooke waters. We have been 
getting our share of salmon, 
but we have also been having 
lots of fun getting shrimp in 
the Sooke Basin. 

We keep the boat at Srxike 
Harbor Marina, iust off the 
West Coast Road, 18 miles 
west of our Langford Lake 
home and six miles east of 
our (k>rdon Beach cabin, so it 
is handy U> reach from wher¬ 
ever we base for a weekend. • 

Sometimes we cruise to 
Otter Ffdni to the fishing 
grounds w-e know so well, but 
most of the time we have 
been fishing Secretary Island 
waters and getting to know 
those waters we have neglect¬ 
ed for a decade and more. 

A full fishing trip usually 
means setting a crab trap in 
the harbor on the way out. 
then a three-mile cnjise 
around to Sooke Basin to lift 
and reset the shrimp trap, 
then out to the salmon 
grounds. On the way back we 
reap the hanest from the 
shrimp and crab traps. 

We have been setting a 
shrimp trap off and on in the 
Sooke Ba.sin for the |>ast dec¬ 
ade. but it was quite a hassle 
to launch our little aluminum, 
or a lubber boat, over the 
beach and row out to the 
shrimping gnnind.s and then 
repeat the performance to lift 
Ihe trap. We didn't do it often, 
especially since that ridicu¬ 
lous 24-c!am catch limit has 
been imposed by federal fish¬ 
eries, ^^ioh makes it no 
longer worth considering a 
combination shrimp and clam 
digging trip. Billings tJack- 
•son’s) Spit used to be our fa¬ 
vorite clam digging grounds 
and it is where w-e used to 
launch for .shrimping. 

Now it is much easier. We 
simply step into the boat at 
the marina, fire up the 
KXl-horsepow'er motor, and it 
is only a matter of minutes 
until we are at the shrimping 
grounds. 

Often on the way we stop 
along the kelp beds between 
8ooke ifarbor and Sooke 
Basin, and make a few' cast* 
with a Pirkens and catch a 
rockfish or two. fillet them 
Immediately, and use the 
frames for baU, the fillets fop 
fish and chips. The other day 
.wife Taff>' hooked Into a nice 
sennin cutthroat on the Pir¬ 
kens. 

It isn't hard to find the 
shrimp hole in Sooke Basin, 
out from Hill Head and about 
half a mile out from Billings 
.^It. in fin to 100 feet of water. 
Yoti can’t miss it because 
there are always around 100 
other traps out there — many 
of them commercial — all 
marked by gay^colored floats. 

At first this year we tried to 
be polite. We didn’t want to 
barge in on the other folk's 
shrimping grounds, so we put 
our trap on the outside perim¬ 
eter of the other traps. 

The first three or four times 
we were lucky and we got a 
feed of shrimps with each set. 

Then one time we didn't get 
back the next day and we left

We thought 
shrimp pirates had made off 
with our trap. x\iKi when we 
gol back to the marina we 
talked about it.

That night Broman told me 
his son-in-law had walked the 
log booms and found our fkiat 
hung up on the logs. He re-

lrie\’ed the trap and relumed 
it to the shrimp grounds for 
us. for which we thank him. 

Shrimping in the basin 
starts early in September and 
ctmtinues into April. 

We use a round wire mesh 
trap we found in a second¬ 
hand store. It is possible to 
buy shrimp traps in 8p4irting 
gixxl.s stores. They are easily 
ixirlahle in a car or camper. 

But most of the shrimp 
traps are home-made from 
laths • heavy, awkward, but 
productive. 

They are about 24 to 31) 
inches in length and alviut 15 
to 2 inches square with laths 
set half-inch (or the width of 
a lath I apart. They have en¬ 
trances at both ends, just 
laths making a walkway, uifh 
an in<h. or inch-and-a-half 
opening entrance, across the 
entire width. 

Tliey are much like crab 
traps with smaller entrances. 
.Shrimp seem to like Ihe dark. 
The lath traps have cement in 
the bottom to make them 
sink. 

The traps are bailed with 
cod carcasses, salmon heads, 
herring, even dog Ixmes . . . 
Ihe shrimps don't, seem to 
mind older l>ait, but crabs 
like li-oshbait. Tic or cage the 
halt in tlie middle of the trap, 
so the shrimp can’t get at it 
without entering the trap. 

liCKt shrimping is at night. 

Average take In a small 
trap set overnight is two to 
four pounds, but sometimes 
the bigger commercial traps 
get up to 15 pounds. 

Art and Bobbie Klohn. who 
live on .Sooke Basin, intioduc- 
ed us to Ihe art of cof)king 
shrimfi some years ago. 

They cook them outside on 
an open fire. 

"We u.sed to c<x>k them in 
ocean water. Nou- we use lap 
water and we put about four 
handfuls (four or five heaping 
lables{inons) of salt to about a 
gallon of water,” Bobbie said. 

They bring the watei’ to a 
hard-rf)lling boil, throw in the

live shrimps and leave them 
for exactly 10 minutes. 

"Then they must be cooled 
quickly. We use ice water or 
ctK)l them under running 
water,’’ says Bobbie. 

But. Jean Challenger, in her 
.Saltaii'e book. How to Oxjk 
Your C>lch. does It a little 
differently: “You can u.se 
salterl fresh water. U-<‘up salt 
to one rjuarf of water.” she 
says. "Pul the shrimp in boil- 
Ing water and cook for two 
minutes fnim the lime the 
water returns to the boil. 
Drain and let cool. Do not 
rinse with cold water, as this 
washed a lot of the flavor 
away." she advises. 

Taffy and I usually cof^ 
them on the boat in sea water 
and boil them for five to eight 
minutes. 

It doesn't seem to matter 
much. They are always good 
and tast>'. 

To clean them, hi-eak off 
and keep the tail section of 
the shrimp. Discard the rest. 
Pinch the tail section between 
your fingers and the shrimp 
meat will literally pop out. 

Art and Bobbie Klohn have 
tried a number of different 
ways of freezing the shrimp. 
Including wrapiJing them In 
wax pafier. 

"Now we fill a milk carton 
with wliole shrimp, shells and 
all.” says Art. 

"We lan)p them In and then 
IKHir a salt brine over the lop 
and place the caitons in the 
deep freeze.” 

They make the brine from a 
heaping lahlespoonfu! of salt 
mixed with a quart of water. 

"Sometimes it takes a long 
time to freeze because of the 
salt.” Art warns, "tt also 
takes quite a while to thaw 
them and they should be 
taken from the freezer the 
day beff)re you plan to use 
them," 

There are other gTHxl places 
to gel shrimp and at this time 
of year shrimpers go out in 
the pilch dark of night and 
get them vslth a hixifi trap off 
the wharves at Sidney, James 
l.sland. Saanii'hlon ijames Is¬ 
land wharf), Oak Bay. They 
also set traps off (Tiemainus 
and along Ihe Ardmore shores 
of Saanich Inlet . . . and that 
only scratches the .suiTace of 
shrimping gmund.s available. 

The hoop lra|)s are made 
fr»un a wooden oi* metal htv>p. 
like a bicycle wheel, ewereri 
with a small mesh net. burl¬ 
ap. or sfimething similar, and 
fie<l so it forms a shallow bas¬ 
ket. A fish head of other bail 
is lied in the centre and li>- 
wered to the hnftom. and 
pulled up every five to 35 min- 
mes.

Cure a pork shoulder butt for Coppa 


Coloni 0 t Victoria, B.C., Sun., November lit 11^6 


(Not all of the wonderfully 
delicious, exotic, expensive 
meat producti of the world 
can be eucoeaefully created in 
the average kitchen, but 
many can and at a tremen- 
dous saving over the same or 
similar products selling at the 
supermarket. 

A case in point is Coppa, or 
Capocolla, Capicola or Capa- 
cola depending upon from 
which of Italy the man 
who made it came. If you 
make it yourself, you can call 
it whatever you want and 
save money. Coppa was sell¬ 
ing for $4.26 per pound in the 
Icoal deli in my neighborhood 
last week while the pork butt 
from which it w «8 made wus 
“on special" at 96c a pound at 
the market. I decided to make 

own! So can you! 

Onpa is cured pork 
shoi^der butt seasoned with a 
mixture of different types of 
pepper then stuffed in a beef 
bung and dried. Everything 
you need is readily available 
at your local supermarket ex¬ 
cept beef bungs. They are a 
little hard to come by, but you 
can bypass them. A brown 
paper hag can woric as well. 
We’ll talk about that later. 

Pick up a whole poric 
shoulder butt Some markets 
call them Boston butts ... but 
anyway — buy one — whatev¬ 
er the name and preferably 
on sale. 

\\'hen you gel it home, put it 
m the cutting board, fat side 
down and study it for a mo¬ 
ment. Notice the bones visible 
on two sides of the piece. Ac- ^ 
tually, those are both part of 
the same bone, the shoulder 
blade. With your boning Imife, 
out across the comer the 
meat from one bone to the 
other. Id doing so you will ex¬ 
pose the flat “blade bone" 
lying inside the shoulder. Sim¬ 
ply cut-around and remove It. 
Now trim the meat so that the 
solid side of the piece, ap¬ 
proximately one half of the 
butt, is free of any loose flaps 
and somewhat cylindrical In 
shape. Save the smaller 
plei^es for any number of 
other uses; cul^ for kabobs, 
sliced thin for stir fry or 
thicker for pork steaks. 

Now to the curing process; 
Mix together 1 of salt and 
1-3 cup of sugar. Rub the pock 
shoulder butt with this mix¬ 
ture to cover completely. Put 
the meat In a glass dish and 
refrigerate (a ^ass loaf pan 



allmv to dry slightly — ap¬ 
proximately two days. 

Next wrap the butt — pep¬ 
per and all-in brown paper. 
Hie inside layer (without the 
printing) of one of those large 
double sli^gth igrocery bags 
wotks fine. 'He securely with 
kitchen string (or binder 
twine if you want that honest 
to Aunt Nell, old-fashioned 
lo(jk) and hang it in a cool dry 
place for at least three weeks. 
At the end of that time, it’s 


ready for cooking, fjut it will 
keep for as long as three or 
four months. 

Commercial Coppa, the 
kind you buy in an Italian 
dell, does not, in most oases, 
require cocking. It has been 
made with pork “certified" as 
to liaviing been treated by ei¬ 
ther freezing or curing with 
approved methods to destroy 
possible live trichinae. The 
pork butts you use to make

Is Ideal). Let K stand for tw^ 
days. A liquid will form in the 
bottom of the dish. This is a 
combination of the salt mix¬ 
ture and the natural meat 
juices drawn out by the salt. 
Turn the butt once or twice a 
day 80 that all surfaces of the 
meat spend an equal time in 
this salty liquid. 

After two days, remove 
from the refrigerator. Put 1 
CIV of cider vinegar in a bowd 
large enough to accommodate 
not only the pork butt, tart 
also both hands — tl^ reach 
in and send) all the salt. 
Pour off the old vinegar, add 
a new fresh cup and rinse 
again. Drain off this vinegar 
and pat the meat dry with 
|)aper towels. Now to the 
spices: Mix together 1 cup 


black pepper (preferably the 
coarse ^peppermlll grind), 2 
tableepixms fennel seed and 2 
tablespoons (crushed red pep¬ 
per pods. If you like things re¬ 
ally hot you can add a dash or 
two of cayenne pepper. 

C3oat the pork butt well and 
rub In the spices. Then set it 
on a reck — one df the wire 
cake racks Is ideal — and put 
it back in the refrigerator or 
some other cool, dry spot and

Mon¬ 
tana and Wyoming as the liv¬ 
ing area America’s gn/zfy 
bears need to survive. 

Grizzlies once ranged from 
.--Canada to Menco and from 
the great plains to the Pacif- 
iir. but the only signfkant 
grizzly populations remaining 
in the continental United 
States today live in the pro 
posed refuge area, the US. 
>^sh and W'Udlife service said. 


'Fhe agency wants to de¬ 
clare the 30,000 square miles 
a “critical habitat” for the 
grisly bear — the living 
space it needs to survive. 

The proposed areas — ex¬ 
treme northern Idaho and 
northeastern Washington, 
northwestern Montana, Yel¬ 
lowstone National Park, parts- 
of several national forests and 
part of Grtmd Teton National 
Park 7 - contain ’‘the only 
significant grizzly pqptxlations 
south of Canax^,” said the 
fish and wildlife service. 

Under the U.S. endangered 
species laws, federal agencies 


may not destroy or mfKlily 
the “critical habitat” of 
threatened or endangered ani¬ 
mals or do anything to jea- 
poardize them. The designa¬ 
tion does not necessarily close 
the area to other uses. 

Hearings will be held Dec. 8 
in Oody, Wyo.; Dec. 10 in Mk;- 
aoula, Mont.: Dec. 14 in St.

-About .^.000 prote.stors used 
planks to bridge a moat 
around the site. They tried to 
force a way throu^ barbed 
wire erected as a second line 
r>f defence, but water cannons 
behind the irire swept dozens 
back into the moat. 

-At the nme time police 
fliarged the demonstrators 
from behind, swingii^ clubs 
and hurling teangas gre¬ 
nades. 

Police gave no casualty toll, 
but Red Cross ctfficials report¬ 
ed at least 50 people w'ere 
iiurt in the fighting. 

The militant demon.strators 
!ia«l come from a rally of 


25.000 f>eople called to protest 
the power station. Work ha« 
already begun on the 1,300- 
megawatt plant at this village 
on the Kibe River abotit 30 
miles northwest of Hamburg. 

The rally in a field border¬ 
ing the site had begun with a 
religious service at which lour 
clerg>men backed up pleas 
by the rally organizers to re¬ 
frain from violence. 

Most demonstrators obeyed. 
But many militants, described 
bj* police as “fringe anar¬ 
chists.”* had arrived 
shields, helmets, gas masks 
and oilskins. 

They began their onslaught 
on the aite with a hail of 
Stones and quickly bridged 
tite moat. They had little luck 
against the barbed wire but 
forced their way through the 
main gate of the site before 
the hoses and club charges 
beat them back.

Garden Notes 


SPINBLE TRLX (G. McL.. 
MUl Bay) 

Your mystery shrub is 
Kuonymus europaeus, pro¬ 
nounced yew-O-ne-nuis you-o- 
P A y • u s , and commonly 
known in English-speaking 
countries as the Spindle tree. 
It is especially valued for its 
brilliant autumn coloiw and 
its bright, orange-red seeds, 
and it likes a well-drained, 
sandy loam soil and a position 
in full sun. 

I should warn you that the 
Spindle tree is a favorite rest¬ 
ing t^ce for the black aphdds 
that infest the tips of broad 
beans, nasturtiums and young 
cherry shoots. A close exami¬ 
nation of the twigs in De¬ 
cember will probably disclose 
clusters aphid eggs. 

15ven if you don’t grow 
broad beans or nasturtiums 
yourself, in all fairness to 
your neighbors you should 
spray your bush in late winter 
or early spring with a misci¬ 
ble oU «pray to kill the over¬ 
wintering eggs. 

One very good spray for 
this purpose is one part Orth- 


orix and tiwo parts Volck oil 
spray, the mixture diluted 
with water at the rate of % 
cupful per gallon. Apply as a 
drenching spray in early Feb¬ 
ruary. 

GRASS UNDER HEDGE 
(I.G., Victoria) - 

You can get rid of air the 
couch grass and weeds grow¬ 
ing under your hedge by 
spraying or watering it with 
WeedRite weedkiller. This 
chemical kills ALL green 
growth, weeds and grass 
alike, but is harmless to the 
mature brown bark of trees 
and shrubs.

TRANSPLANTING BROOM 
(J.W., Saaalchtoo) 

Broom is a difficult subject 
to transplant auccessfully, imd 
frankly, I don’t think you 
would have much luck in 
moving your eight-year-old 
white-fkwered specimen. 
'These shrubs' are not very 
IcHng-lived at best, and your 
elderly specimen would 
almost certainly resent being 
shifted out of his accustomed 
quarters. 

It would be better to leave 
the bush and buy a new one 
when you move house —■ 
young specimens are not very 
expensive. However, if you 
want to take a chance — as 
you say. you have nothing to 
lose — repot your broom in a 
pit filled with a mixture of 
equal parts good topsoil. 


coarse sand, and damp peat 
moss. Use a solution of Ti^s- 
plantone in water to settle 
and drench ^he soil while 
planting, but finish with loose, 
dry soli on t<H>- 
SPRUCE PRUNING (A-J., 
Victoria) 

Yet, it is possible to re¬ 
strain the growth of your 
Kblster Blue Spruce to some 
extent by pruning. Allow the 
tree to grow to the desired 
height, then nip the tip or tips 
off every year in June. Never 
let the tree get away on you 
so it becomes necessary to 
cut away back into old wood. 

The same treatment oan be 
given the branch tips to re¬ 
strain lateral growth and to 
make it bush out. Nip out the 
central bud or ’’candle” at 
the tip of each branch in 
June. 

Use care In working around 
a blue spruce, for brushing 
against it will nib away the 
blue wax coating on the need¬ 
les. and once gone, the Wue 
coloring will never again re¬ 
turn to those particular need¬ 
les. aldvMi^ all new growth 
will be cc^ored normally.

WASHINGTON — As it 
must happen during every 
change oi administration in 
Washingttm, there is a great 
deal of job hunting gcang on 
right now. The problem for 
many presidential appointees 
is that it’s very difficult to go 
back to what they were doing 
before they got into the gov¬ 
ernment. Having once tasted 
the power of running a billion- 
doUar federal bureau it’s hard 
to return to selling insurance 
or working on a detergent ac¬ 
count for J. Walter Thomp¬ 
son. 

Unfortunately, government 
experience does not necessari¬ 
ly mean that you’re qualified 
to handle an important job in 
the private sector. 

Here is an example ct what 
I mean. 

“Please sit down, Mr. Max¬ 
imum. Mr. Ratcliffe of the 
Republican National Commit¬ 
tee spoke very highly of you. I 
see here you’re looking for a 
position with our fiim.” 

“Yes, sir. For the past eight 
years I was Director of the 
U.S. Government Interoffice 
Affairs Council cm Co-ordina¬ 
tion and Rectification. It was 


one of the highest manage¬ 
ment jobs in Washingtcm.” 

“What exactly did you do?” 

“Our diriment was in 
charge of reviewing position 
papers on rectification of 
abuses of nonregulatory agen¬ 
cies involved in the areas of 
essential input and output, 
and to recommend to the 
White House their long-range 
effects on the economy.” 

“Could you be more specif¬ 
ic?” 

“I’m sorry, I didn’t under¬ 
stand the question.” 

“What was your role in the 
department?” 

"I was in riiarge of the en¬ 
tire operation. My staff 
brou^t me papers and I ei¬ 
ther signed them or rehised to 
sign them. In many cases I 
advised that they be passed 
on to another bureau. In some 
instances I recommended 
hearings, and in others I 
turned over the matter to the 
Justice Department.” 

“Mr. Maximum, that’s all 
very interesting, but since you 
are applying for a job as ex¬ 
ecutive vice-president of this 
corporation we’re trying to 
find out what kind of contribu¬ 
tion you could make here.” 


"I believe my strength 
would be in budget planning. I 
had 20,000 pec^le v'orking few 
me and our yearly budget 
was $1.5 billion. It was a 
great responsibility because if 
we didn’t spend all the money 
in the fiscal year we had to 
give it back to the Treasury. 
I'm proud to say I aihvays 
managed to spend every cent 
of it.” 

“That’s very good. Mr. 
Maximum, when you’re work¬ 
ing for the government. But 
when you’re workir^ for a 
private company the j^ of an 
executive is to save the cor¬ 
poration money.” 

“Why would you want to do 
that?” 

“Well, we like to show a 
iwofit at the end of the year.” 

“What’s a profit?” 

"It’s the money left ONTr, 
after all our costs and taxes 
are paid.” 

"That’s fascinating. We 
never w-orried about profits In 
the gov*emment. Our job wag 
to spend money and get the 
job d(X)e. I believe the bast 
way to solve a problem is to 
throw money at it.” 


“Yes, T see what you mean. 
Could you tell me you 
consider was your greatest 
accomplishment during youj* 
government service?” 

“Of course. I was responsi¬ 
ble for Operation Molehill. 
Everyone always talks about 
making a mountain out of a 
molehill. But no one has ever 
actually done it. I put my 
research wtd development 
people on it and they came up 
wnth a pilot program which 
cost $100 million. 

“The Office of Management 
and Budget turned it down, so- 
I went directly to the chair¬ 
man of the Senate Oimmittee 
on Bulldozers and told him if 
he could get the project off 
the ground, we’d bu^d the 
mountain out of the molehill 
m his state. He immediately 
got the legislation passed and 
I got my ^00 million.” 

“Tbat’s very good. WeTl 
call you, Maximum, in a 
few days and give you our an¬ 
swer.” 

“Thank you. I’m sure I can 
be of great value to your com¬ 
pany. Jxist give me the Input 
and I’ll give you the output, 
no matter what it costs.”

To us, all lions or elephants 
look pretty much alike. To an 
ethologist studying them in 
the field and charting their 
behavior, each animal soon 
becomes an individual, not a 
member of a species. They 
are even given individual 
names to distinguish them in 
reports. *-*■ 

Indeed, one of the main dif¬ 
ferences between an academ¬ 
ic scientist and a field re¬ 
searcher, who lives in daily 
contact with his subjects, is 
that the former tends to clas¬ 
sify and catergorize. while the 
latter is more interested in 
distinguishing and differen¬ 
tiating one animal from an¬ 
other. 

And. of course, it is the field 
researcher who gets to know 
and understand animal behav¬ 


ior far better than the aca¬ 
demic. There is a lesson in 
this that carries over from 
animal relations to human re¬ 
lations. The people who want 
to keep others at a distance 
will classify: those who want 
to relate better will take each 
creature as he or she comes. 

“• I have noticed, very often, 
that workmen on a job or in a 
plant will refer to fellow em¬ 
ployees not by their given 
names but in terms of their 
antecedents. This one is 
Swede, that one is Mick, an¬ 
other one K Kraut or the 
Greek. They are defined not 
by who they are, but by 
\^re they, or their parents, 
came from. 

MXich of this is harmless, 
and some is merely banter — 
but at the core of such desig¬ 


nations. I am convinced, is a 
resistance to familiarity, a de¬ 
sire to keep the person at 
arm's length, to pigeonhole 
him as a certain “kind” of 
person — which means, ul¬ 
timately, to see him not as a 
person but as a member of a 
sub-species. 

In his recent book, Herr- 
sides, Dr. Thomas Szasz, the 
heretical psychiatrist, makes 
this point with penetrating 
conciseness. He says: 

“The less well a person 
understands another. the 
more intense is his urge to 
classify him — in terms of na¬ 
tionality, religion, occui>ation, 
or psychiatric status. In¬ 
timate acquaintance with an¬ 
other person renders such 
classifications quite unneces¬ 


sary. In short, categorizing 
and classifying people is a 
means not of knowing them 
better, but of making sure 
that we will not know them 
too well.” 

Interestingly enough, the 
lower classes do this — and so 
do the upper. Learning which 
schools and church a person 
attended in his youth is the 
upper-class version of the 
workinghman’s ethnic separa¬ 
tism. Only the middle-class 
seems relatively free from 
this taxonomic compulsion. 

But you can’t really get to 
know anybody this w’ay — 
which means you can’t really 
get to know yourself. And it 
may be the avoidance of self- 
knowledge that lies at the root 
of this categorical imperative.

ANO WHEREAS the provisions of the said stctlon 766 have been 
duly complied with; 

NOW KNOW YE THAT We do order and proclaim that on, from, 
and after the date hereof, the following be added to the objects, 
powers, obligations, duties, limitations, end conditions of the Capital 
Regional District: 

DIVtSION XVI - ICE ARENA AND SWIMMING POOL 
NORTH SAANICH AND SIDNEY 

1. Only the member municipalities of the District of North Saanich 
end the Town of Sidney participate or share in the cost Incurred 
pursuant to this Division. 

3. Subject to any limitations or exceptions In this Division contained, 
the regional district may construct, tquip, operate end maintain an 
jee arena and swimming pool to be situated on property within the 
District of North Saanich legally dascribed as Lot I. Section 4, 
Range 2 East. Plan 29759, North Saanich District. 

3. The net annuel cost pursuant to this Division Including any annual 
debt charges, shell be apportioned among the member 
municipalities liable to share such costs on the basis of fifty per 
cent (50%) by census population and fifty per cent (50%) by net 
taxable value of lend end improvements for school purposes, ax- 
ceot those properties taxable for school purposes only by special 
Act, 

4 Debt incurred by the regional district for the purpose of con¬ 
structing and equiping such ice arena and swimming pool shall not 
exceed the sum of $1,850,000 

5 The Regional Board may, by by-law, establish an ice Arena and 
Swimming Pool Commission, consisting of the Directors 
representing the member municipalities of the District of North 
Saanich and the Town of Sidney plus such other persons as may ba 
designated In the by-iaw. and in such by-law may delegata to the 
commission any or ell of the edmlntstrative powers of the Regional 
Board with respect to the construction, equipment, operation and 
maintenance of the Ice arena and swimming pool.

Chamber sponsors all-candidates meeting

PORT ALBIJRNI — The 
first all-candidates meeting 
for those seeking aldermantt- 
posts in the civic elections to 
be held Saturday was spon¬ 
sored last week by the Albert 
ni Valley Chamber of Com- 
mfrce. 

Six of the eight conlestant.s 
for the three vacancies on 
city council were present at 
the chamber’s regular lun¬ 
cheon meeting at a local 
hotel. 

Each was allowed two min¬ 
utes to outline his or her 
stand on local issues, plus a 
one-minute rebuttal period 
after all had spoken. 

Petronella Nalleweg. a local 
housewife, led off the 
sj>eeehes by calling for what 
she termed a “dire need for 
changes on city council.” 

There had been too many 
mistakes made by the present 
council, she claimed, includ¬ 


ing the dexelopment of the 
Camenai Heights residential 
subdivision, which was only 
for unneeded "prime hofis- 
ing,” and the failure to solve 
the problems of the Lugrin 
Creek area. 

Broadcaster Fred Inwards 
said he felt development of 
the city was "at a standstill" 
and new' initiatives were need¬ 
ed to provide secondary in- 
du.stry and to do some con¬ 
crete short and long range 
planning. 

He was looking for new 
ways to provide greater citi¬ 
zen input into such planning, 
he said. As to the new airport 
and northern road to Comox, 
he looked forward to being 
able to point at these items as 
accomplished additions at the 
end of his term. 

Incumbent Aid. Bryon Latii- 
am said he had learned much 
in his first term on council. 


which he considered his "a|)- 
prenticeshlp.” His first con¬ 
cern at the moment was the 
ufjening of the new yoad to the 
Comox area, he. ajaid, which 
would go far toward making 
the city the "hub of industrial 
activity on Central Vancouver 
Island." 

He supports the new airport 
for the same reason, namely 
lo bring more industry and 
more people to the communi¬ 
ty. 

Another incumbent, Aid. 
Alice Chiko. said she felt 
there were twx> main issues in 
the election — the building of 
the new airport and the com¬ 
mercial development of the 
city, which she considered im 
terlinked. 

She pointed to the Clutesi 
Haven Marina, "which we are 
all proud of," as a past exam¬ 
ple of multi-govemment co- 
operati(xi in local develop¬ 


ment, and pointed out that the 
airport was a similar vmture. 
that would eventually be 
taken over by the federal 
ministry of transport. 

Ron Rutter, a local drafts¬ 
man wiM)se candidacy is s|X)n- 
sored by the Citizens Hrst 
Committed said that his first 
question in running was to 
find out why the city was ex¬ 
periencing a decline in both 
populati(H) and business. 

"TVhere arc our priorities, 
and where is the planning to 
reverse this trend?" he asked. 
While the airport might be a 
progressive step, he could not 
see "progress at any cost" 
and felt that other things 
could be done to stimulate the 
local economy. 

The third incumbent, Aid. 
Mark Ivezich, said that he 
had lived comfortably in the 
city for 31 years, had paid off 
a home, and wanted to assure 


that "the next generation" 
will be able to do the same 
thing. 

For that reason, he said, he 
felt that the city must work 
very carefully with an ever- 
increasing budget to keep 
within the limits of the tax¬ 
payers’ ability to pay. Tliis 
was why he was opposing an 
airport at this time, and why 
he opposed the Cameron 
Heights subdivision. 

Teacher Ken Hoffman sen! 
a letter to the meeting advis¬ 
ing that his current health 
forbade his attendance, but 
asking that his program be 
read to the meeting. 

He was in favor of the new 
northern highway and the air¬ 
port. his letter said, but on 
the airport issue he would 
"abide by the wishes of the 
people as reflected in the ref¬ 
erendum." 

He would like to see train 


service for passengers re¬ 
turned to the Albemi route, a 
new e.xtended-health-care 
unit, a holding unit for juve¬ 
nile offenders rather than jail¬ 
ing them, and ^ multi-govern¬ 
ment prograni to provide 
summer employment for 
youths over 16. 

Candidate Hendrik Put did 
not put in an appearance at 
the meeting, with no reason 
given, according to chaimian 
Les Hammer. 

The candidates used their 
rebuttal time to enlarge on 
their original statements, 
since there were no personal 
attacks made during the pre- 
sentalicms. 

This was the only all-can- 
didates meeting currently 
planned during the local cam¬ 
paign, although all the can¬ 
didates have been invited to 
appear on a series of open- 
iine radio shows next week on 
a local statlcm.

Wallace went on to ap[)eal 
to all members to forget their 
personal differences and frus¬ 
trations and unite behind na¬ 
tional leader Joe Qark as he 
“embarks upon the most vital 
federal election this country 
has ever seen.” 

While the next federal elec¬ 
tion need not he called until 
1978, the Conservatives art

of a national vote next year. 

While appealing for solidari¬ 
ty in the ranks. Wallace didn't 
lose the opportunity to take a 
shot a federal Conservatives 
who failed to rally to the jiro- 
vincia! cause. 

I wixild 
suggest that the .same !nea- 
sure of support and commit¬ 
ment to unity be reciprocated 
when the next provincial elec¬ 
tion rolls around.” 

In the past. Wallace has 
complained bitterly that 
many federal Conservative.s 
switched their supi)ort to 5><>- 
cial Credit at the provincial 
level. Friday, he steered 
through the convention a poli¬ 
cy resolution which wotild 
prohibit card-car.'ying So- 
creds from sitting on Conser¬ 


vative executive Ikotrda In 
provincia'l crhatituencles. 

Wallace extended hi* ai>peal 
for unity beyond the confines 
of the Conservative party and 
fired a' direct critclsm at the 
burgeoning Committee for 
Western Independence. 

“The growing siy>por1 for 
the Committee for Western 
Independence is evidence 
enough that many Canadians, 
perhaps out of -trustralion 
rather than desire, have al¬ 
ready deelded that national 
unity has been Irretrievably 
shattered, that Quebec will 
smm separate and that it is 
time for Western Canada to 
go it alone. 

“The frustration Is under¬ 
standable. but the •conclusion 
is parochial, selfish, negative 
and fatalistic. 

“I believe that on our 
shrinking planet, where people 
can communicate Instantly 
and where peoples of differing 
rat es, colors and cultures can 
and must leam to live In har^ 
mony together regardless of 
national boundaries, the only 
Intelligent goal must be to en¬ 
courage unit>- of peoples and 
discotirage separation. 

“If we In Canada, with all 
our tnaterial affluence, cannot 
create the climate within 
whieft our different races and 
cultures can live together In 
harmony, hmv can we hope to 
set an example to others? 

“How' can wa preach har¬ 
mony and brotherhood jUi 
other* ... while laeWy ac¬ 
cepting that our own nation 
I* falhng apart?” 

On the provincial scene, 
Wallace repeated his n<wv old 


argument that the New Demo- 
cratic administration “had 
too much soul and not enough 
bookkeeping” while the 
present Social Credit govern¬ 
ment “considers bookkeeping 
to be the peak of good govern¬ 
ment and has no soul.” 

Putting it another way. he 
said, “the Soidal Credit gov¬ 
ernment seems to know the 
price of everything, but the 
value of nothing.” 

Commenting on the similar- 
Uy between Social Credit and 
the Con-servatives, Wallace 
said party philosophies be¬ 
came sharply divided at the 
social conscience level. 

“Some say. . . there Is little 
difference between us because 
we both believe in the private 
enterprise system,” he said. 
“And w-e do. The big dif¬ 
ference is that while we en- 

* dorse that system. Tories do 
not believe that the whole es¬ 
sence of human existence and 
progress revolve.* around dol¬ 
lar bills.” 

Ottawa-Carleton MP Jean 
Pigott, replacing Clark as 
keynote speaker, reviewed the 
byelection campaign In which 
she captured the seat fbmter- 
ly held by John Turner. 

She told the delegates she 
' bad expected bilingualism to 
he one of the main Issues in 
the hyelectlon. 

“But It wasn’t,” she said. 
^Although three out of five 
people In the riding are fran¬ 
cophones the main Issue was 
the state of the economy, not 
what language was spoken.” 

• She said the economy and 
solutions to the problems fac¬ 
ing the economy remained the 
key issues in Canada.

Tories favor death penalty 


More than 400 delcgales lo 
Ihe annual Conservative party 
convention Saturday voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
the return of rapilal punish¬ 
ment for murder. 

There were only half a 
dozen dissenting vofp.s from 
the 456 delegates crowding the 
Empress holel ballroom for 
what some observers are call¬ 
ing the best attended conven¬ 
tion in years. 

During brief debate op the 
capital punishment resolution, 
the only argument came on 
the wording of the original 


motion. It called for the re- 
lum of capital punishment for 
‘‘repeated first-degree 
murder” and for the murder 
of policemen and pris«)n 
guards. 

Delegates wanted no part of 
that. They wanted and got a 
heefed-up resolution calling 
for the death penalty for all 
persons found guilty of pre¬ 
meditated murder except 
where a judge or jury made a 
strong recommendation for 
mercy. 

The delegates gave the 


same support to a second sec¬ 
tion of the resolution calling 
for a national referendmn on 
the issue if and when the Con¬ 
servatives formed the na¬ 
tional gov’emment.

of the deposit clause. He said 
the home he was offering was 
w orth $47,000,

ing AHOP financing for Pyra¬ 
mid clients.

Attorney General Slade 
Gortcxi said the injunction 
allows the stateilb appeal di¬ 
rectly to thepl Unit^ States Su¬ 
preme Obdn. a step that will 
be taken i>romptly. 

"It lets us appeal directly to 
the supreme court, so it will 
hel[) us bring about a resolu¬ 
tion of the matter more rapid¬ 
ly.” said Gorton. “This was a 
helpful motion. We may ask 
the supreme court to defer en¬ 
forcement of the injunction 
until it has heard our ai>- 
peal." 

The judges are the same 
three in September over¬ 
turned Washington's law.

Broadcaster Fred Inwards 
said he felt development of 
Ibe city.wa5 “at a standstill” 
and new initiatives were need¬ 
ed to provide sectxidary in¬ 
dustry and to do some con¬ 
crete short and long range 
planning. 

He was looking tor new 
ways to provide greater citi¬ 
zen input into such planning, 
he said.

jReap harvest of shrimp 


We have been having a lot 
of fun witn our new-to-us boat 
since we got It early In .Sei>- 
tcmber, ju.st In time to get in 
on the coho fishing in the 
Sooke waters. We have been 
getting our share of salmon, 
but we have also been having 
lots of fun getting shrimp in 
the Sooke Ba.sin. 

We keep the boat at Sooke 
Harbor Marina, .just oft the 
West Coast Road, 18 miles 
west of our Langford l..ake 
home and six mile.s east of 
our Gordon Beach cabin, so it 
is handy to reach from wher¬ 
ever we base for a weekend. 

Sometimes we cruise to 
Otter Point to the fishing 
grounds we know so well, but 
most of the time we have 
been fiahing Secretary bland 
waters and getting to know 
those waters we have neglect¬ 
ed for a decade and more. 

A full fishing trip usually 
means setting a crab trap in 
the harbor on the way out. 
then a three-mile cruise 
aniund to So(Ae Basin to lift 
and reset the shrimp traj), 
then out to the salmon 
grounds. On the way back we 
reap the har\’^t from the 
shrimp and crab traps. 

We have been setting a 
shrimp trap off and on in the 
Sooke Basin for the |>ast dec¬ 
ade, 'but it was quite a hassle 
to launch our little aJuminum, 
a nrbber boat, over the 
beach and row out to the 
shrimping grounds and then 
repeat the performance to lift 
the trap. We didn’t do it often, 
especially since that ridicu¬ 
lous 24-clam catch limit has 
been impo.sed by federal fish¬ 
eries, which makes it no 
longer worth considering a 
combination shrimp and clam 
digging trip. Billings (Jack- 
son’s) Spit used to be our fa¬ 
vorite- clam digging grounds 
and it is where we used to 
launch for shrimpiT^. 

Now it is much easier. We 
simply step into the boat at 
the marina, fire up the 
lOO-horsepower motor, and It 
is only a matter of minutes 
until we are at the shrimping 
grounds. 

Often on the way we stop 
along the kelp beds between 
Sooke Harbor and Sooke 
Basin, and make a few casts 
with a Pirkens and catch a 
rockfish or two. fillet them 
immediately, and use the 
frames for halt, the fillets for 
fish and chips..The other day 
. wife Taffy hooked Into a nice 
searun cutthroat on the Pir¬ 
kens. 

■It isn't hard to find the 
shrimp hole in Sooke Basin, 
out from Hill Head and about 
half a niile out from Billings 
■ iSpit. in 60 to 100 feet of water.. 
You can’t miss it becaAise 
there are always around 100 
other traps Put there — manv 
of theni commercial — ail 
marked by gay-colored floats. 

At first this year we tried to 
be polite. We didn’t want to 
barge In on the other folk’s 
shrimplngi grounds, so we put 
our trap on the outside perim¬ 
eter of the other traps. 

The first three or four times 
we were lucky and we got a 
feed of shrhnpB with each tet. 

Ihen one time we di(k)’t get 
back the next day ai^ we left

When we did get back 
we couldn’t find our float. 

We were upset. We thought 
shrimp pirates had made off 
with our trap. And when we 
got back to the marina we 
talked about it. 

Albert Broman, Bob Acre- 
man and Ken Collips put us 
wise. 

“Where did you set it? On 
the inside, away from the 
others?’’ they asked. 

We admitted that was what 
we had done. 

“Ah. ha, the log booms got 
it. then?’’ they told me. 

“My son-in-Jaw said they 
picked up three yesterday,” 
Broman told me, and ex¬ 
plained they just couldn’t help 
it if there was a strong tide 
running. “They try to miss 
them, but if the traps are too 
far out in the channel the tide 
s%v1ng8 the boom and they 
pick up the traps.

Next day we went to look 
agEdn for our trap . .. and 
there was our float in the 
middle of the other traps.

trieved the trap and returned 
it fo the shrimp grounds for 
us, for which we thank him, 

.Shrimping In the basin 
starts early in September and 
continues into April. 

We use a round wire mesh 
trap we found in a second¬ 
hand store. It is {lossible to 
buy shrimp traps in sporting 
goods stores. They are easily 
ix)!lable in a car or camper. 

But most of the shrimp 
traps are home-made from 
laths — heavy. aiAdoward, but 
I»foduntive. 

They are about 24 to 30 
inches in-length and about 15 
to 2 inches square wi1h laths 
set half-inch (or Ihe width of 
a lathi apart. They have en¬ 
trances at both ends, just 
laths making a walkway, with 
an inch, or inch-and-a-half 
opening entrance, across the 
entire Mddth. 

They arte much like crab 
traps with smaller entrances. 
Shrimp seem to like the dark. 
TTie lath traps have cement in 
the bottom to make them, 
sink. 

The traps are baited with 
rod carcasses, salmon heads, 
herring, even dog bones . . . 
the shrimps don’t seem to 
mind older bait, but crabs 
like freshbait. Tie or cage the 
bait in the middle of the trap, 
so the shrimp can't get at it 
without entering the (rap. 

Rest shrimping is at night. 

Average take in a small 
trap set overnight is two to 
four pounds, but sometimes 
the bigger commercial traps 
gel up to 15 pounds. 

Art and Bobbie Klohn. who 
live on Sooke R^sin, inhoiluc- 
ed us to the art of cooking 
shrimp some years ago. 

They cook them outside on 
an open fire. 

“We used lo cook them in 
o<'ean water. Now we use lap 
water and we pul about four 
handfuls (four or five heaping 
tablespoons I of salt to about a 
gallon of wafer.” Bobbie said. 

They bring the water to a 
hard-rolling boil, throw in the 


live shrimps and leave them 
for exactly 10 minutes. 

“Then they must be cooled 
(lulckly. We use ice water or 
ciKil them under running 
water,” says Bobble. 

But. Jean Challenger, In her 
.Saltaire book. How to Cook 
Your Catch, does it a little 
differently: “You can u.se 
salted fresh water, U-<’up salt 
to one quart of water.” she 
says. “Put the shrimp In boil¬ 
ing water and cook for two 
minutes from the time the 
water returns to the boil. 
Drain and let <oo!. Do not 
rinse with cold water, as this 
washed a lot of the flavor 
away.” she advises. 

Taffy and I usually cook 
them on the boat In sea water 
and boil them for five to eight 
minutes. 

It doesn’t seem to matter 
much. They arc always good 
and tasty. 

To clean them, break off 
and keep the tail section of 
the shrimp. Discard the rest. 
Pinch the tail section between 
your fingers and the sftrimp 
meat will literally pop out. 

Art and Bobbie Klohn >have 
tried a number of different 
ways of freezing the shrinip. 
includii^ wrapping them in 
W'ax riajier. 

“Now we fill a milk carton 
with whole shrimp, shells and 
all.” says Art. 

“We lamp them in and then 
jxiur a salt brine over the top 
and pSace cartons in ti:c 
deep freeze.” 

They make the brine from a 
heaping tablespoonful of salt 
mixed with a quart of water. 

“Sometimes it takes a long 
time to freeze because of the 
salt.” Art warns. “It also 
takes quite a while to thaw 
them and they should be 
taken from the freezer the 
day before you plan to use 
them.” 

There are other good places 
to gel shrimp and at this time 
of year shrimpers go out in 
the ])itch dark of night and 
get them with a hoop trap off 
the wharv’es at .Sidney, James 
Island, Saanichton (James Is¬ 
land wharf), Oak Bay. They 
also set trajis off (Tiemainus 
and along the Ardnwre shores 
of Saanich Inlet . . . and that 
only scratches the surface of 
shrimping grounds available. 

The hoop traps are made 
from a wooden or metal hoop, 
like a bicycle wheel, covered 
with a small mesh net. burl¬ 
ap. or something similar, and 
tied so it forms a shallow bas¬ 
ket. A fish head of other bait 
is lied in the centre and lo¬ 
wered lo the bottom, and 
pulled up every five to 15 min¬ 
utes.

Leadership bid all lies—Reynolds 


Provincial Conservative 
leader Scott Wallace Saturday 
accused some delegates to the 
party's annual lonvention of 
being "snooty... unrealistic 
and altruistic in attitude." 

Wallace levelled his rrlti- 
rl.sni during debate on a re.so- 
lutton calling for future Con¬ 
servative governments to 
espwjse the cause of deficit fi¬ 
nancing. 

The resolution touched off 
the sharpest debate of the 
convention and u’as finally ta¬ 
bled to allow tempers to cool. 

Delegates appeared equally 
divided betvv-een those de¬ 
manding a deficit-financing 
policy and those demanding 
that Conservatives endorse 
pay-as-you-go policies. 

It was for the latter that 
Wallace had his harsh wonl.s. 
"There is nothing wrong with 
deficit financing if the money 
borrowed is used to create 
employment." he said. "It 
isn't an unusual stand for 
Conservatives. None other 
than .John Diefenbaker en¬ 
dorsed deficit financing as a 
way to create employment. 

"There is nothing wrong 
with that philosophy. It is 
unrealistic to take such a 
snooty and altruistic attitude. 

"I doubt if there is a person 
in this room today who isn't 
involved, one way or another, 
with deficit financing at the 
personal level." 

With the leader in a testy 
mood, delegates agreed to 
table the resolution. 

They took the same ap¬ 
proach to a resolution calling 
for P'rench and English to be 
"freely available" in schwls 
to all citizens. 

One delegate urged that 
"the Liberals be left to bury 
themselves on this one. We 
should leave it alone." 

The majority agreed, and 
what <-ould have been a con¬ 
troversial debate slid into 
limbo with other tabled nio 
tiona.

Burnaby - Richmond Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative MP 
John Reynolds .Saturday an¬ 
grily ^branded as lies neNvs- 
paper reports claiming he was 
seeking to replace Sfolt Wal¬ 
lace as provincial leader. 

Reynolds made the state¬ 
ment during a tan^e bear-pit 
session at the Tories' annual 
provincial convention at the 
Empress Hotel. ^ 

He was asked by one of the 


delegates how his leadership 
cami«lgn was coming along 
as rejiorted in Vancouver 
newspapers. 

"TTiose r^x>rt8 v.’ere Ues.” 
Reynolds said 'al^lute lies. 
I got into this bu.'siness to de¬ 
feat Trudeau, and that's what 
I'm going to do." 

Despite his denial, the rum¬ 
blings persist that Reynolds 
had a n^-o-year plan to chal¬ 
lenge Wallace lor the leader¬ 


ship in 1978, which in the nor¬ 
mal process would be- a year 
before the next ^provincial 
election. 

Reynolds was' also asked 
what Conservative cawus 
plans would be if John Turner 
were selected to replace 
Prime Minister Tnideau be¬ 
fore the next federal election.

deau," he said. "Never foi-ge^J

Several other MPs (there 
were 12 of 13 present) joined 
Reynolds in his attack on 
Turner, sayHpg that he was 
the man who brought down 
five successive and disastrous 
budgets "and got u.i in the 
mess we arc now in."

A year ago in Kamloops, 
the sometimes fiery leader 
blasted party members 
for their attitude toward the 
party they were pledged to 
serve. 

Calling for a united organi¬ 
zation as the f»arty geared to 
fight a federal election, Wal¬ 
lace said that loo often in the 
past the Tories "have let our 
internal differences soak up 
our energies and potential." 

"Too often we have left the 
impression that w'e are more 
interested In fighting with 
each other than fighting for 
the opportunity to give our 
country and our province- 
good govemmenf. 

"I recognize, with regret, 
my personal shortcoming in 
this re5i>ect. On this oi'ca^ion 
last year ... 1 criticized some 
Conservatives in a manner 
wbich couW only be divisive 
and unproductive . . 

Wallace went on to appeal 
to all members to forget their 
personal differences and frus¬ 
trations and unite behind na¬ 
tional leader Joe Clark as he 
"embarks upon the m<jst vital 
federal election this country 
has ever seen." 

While the next federal elec¬ 
tion need not be called until 
1978, the Conservatives are

preparing for the possibility 
of a national vote next year. 

While appealing for solidari¬ 
ty in the ranks. Wallace didn’t 
lose the opportunity to take a 
shot a federal Conservatives 
who failed to rally to the pro- 
Nincial cause. 

"In all fairness. I would 
suggest that the .same mea¬ 
sure of support and commit¬ 
ment to unity be reciprocated 
when the next provincial elec¬ 
tion rolls around." 

In ihe past. Wallace has 
complained bitterly that 
many federal 0>nser\'ativcs 
s\vi1ihed their stipi>ort to .So¬ 
cial Cre<iit at the provincial 
level. Friday, he steered 
Ihroiigh the convention a tx>!i- 
cy resolution which would 
prohibit card-carrying So- 
creds from sitting on Conser¬ 


vative executive boards In 
provincial cons»tituenci«a. 

Wallace extended his appeal 
for unity beyond the confines 
of the Conservative party and 
fired a direct critcism at the 
btirgeoning Committee for 
We.stem Independence. 

"The growing support for 
the Committee for Western 
Independence is evidence 
enough that many Canadians, 
perhaps out of frustration 
rather than desire, have al¬ 
ready decided that national 
unity has been Irretrievably 
shattered, that Quebec will 
soon sef)arate and that it is 
time for Western Canada to 
go it alone. 

"The fnistration is under¬ 
standable. hut the concliLsInn 
is parochial, selfish, negative 
and fatalistic. 

"I believe that on our 
shrinking planet, where people 
can conwnunicate Instantly 
and where peoples of differing 
races, colors and cultures can 
and must learn to live in har¬ 
mony together regardless of 
national boundaries, the only 
intelligent goal must be to en¬ 
courage unity of peoples and 
discourage separation. 

"If we in Canada, with all 
. our material affluence, cannot 
create the climate within 
which our different races and 
cultures can li\'e together In 
harmony, how can we hofie to 
set an example to others? 

"How can we preach har¬ 
mony and brotherhood to 
others . .. while tacitly ac¬ 
cepting that our own nation 
i.s falling apart?" 

On the provincial scene, 
Wallace repeated his now old

Tories favor death penalty 


More than 400 delegates to 
the annual Conservative party 
«'onvention Saturday voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
the return of capital punish¬ 
ment for murder. 

There were only half a 
dozen dissenting vole.s from 
the 456 delegates crowding the 
Empress hotel ballroom for 
what some observers are call¬ 
ing the best attended conven¬ 
tion in years. 

During brief debate on the 
capital punishment resolution, 
the only argument came 
the wording of the original 


motion. It called for the re¬ 
turn of capital punishment for 
•'repeated first-degree 
niurdcr" and for the murder 
r>f p4)licemen and prison 
guards. 

Delegates wanted no part f)f 
that. They wanted and got a 
beefed-up resolution calling 
for the death penalty for all 
persons found guilty of pre¬ 
meditated murder except 
where a judge or jury made n 
strong recommendation for 
mercy. 

The delegates gave the 


same suijport to a second sec¬ 
tion of the resolution calling 
for a national referendum on 
the issue if and when the Con¬ 
servatives formed the na¬ 
tional government. 

The convention also sui>- 
jwrted a plea for tougher han¬ 
dling of juveniles, with penal¬ 
ties introduced to fit the 
crimes committed. 

If the Conservatives get 
tlieir way all juveniles con¬ 
victed of a crime will be 
forced to work off their sen¬ 
tence in the community 


rather than being sentenced 
to a juvenile detention home. 

The delegates also voted in 
favor of reducing the sales 
tax from seven to five per. 
cent, but rejected a resolution 
calling for the removal of 
sales tax from "competitive 
sports goods” u.sed by minors 
or the handicapped. 

Most delegates thought the 
resolution discriminatory. In 
that it made no provision for 
minors who "play in bands or 
engage in other non-si>orting 
recreational activities."

Just IS years old. she Is already a glamorous 
figure on the Victoria night-life scene. Her jet black 
hair, green eyes and brilliant smile add flash to the 
Saturday night sparkle in many of Victoria’s down¬ 
town cabarets and restaurants. 

She is there in her capacity as president 
(.>ri's Flowers and Photos, attending a flock if 
lovely young women carrying baskets of roses ^ 
bew, *ching Eliza Dolittles who flutter through local 
cibarets leaving wakes of flowers behind them 
The selling of flowers adds a nice European 
touch to cabarets,” explains Lori. "U's done 
-everywhere in the world. I'm just the first person to 
irganize it in Victoria.” 

Lori employs five steady girls, with extras to 
rail on in busy times like summer weekends With a 
keen merchandising flair, she looks for the unusual 
Currently she employs two young Austrian countes¬ 
ses “I didn’t realize it until I saw their pass- 
pi>r(s” and a stunning pair of twins who work 
together, making heads swivel in double-takes all 
over a cocktail lounge. 

The attraction of the night life and the chance 
to meet people is what attracts the girls. whi> 
average 20 years old. according to Lori 'Ctood-

looking, out-going girls enjoy the wort.” she says 
Many are new to Victoria, and want to get ac- 
'^uainted with people. This job. more than any other 
1 can think of. lets them do that.” 

I can see in a second if a girl will do well,’' 
says Lori who always gets a good response from her 
newspaper ads for workefs. "She’ll be attractive 
.and have lots of personality.” Most important, she 
adds, she’ll have "chutzpah” ~ the special 
something that makes a girl a formidable posy- 
vendor. 

New girls get a mini-course by accompanying 
f.nri and watching customers melt under her smil¬ 
ing salesmanship "The important thing is to be 
friendly.” she tips "That's what sells flowers 
Surprisingly, it's not the prettiest girls, but tbe 
nicest ones who do the best business." Another tip 
in the trade; When a man buys a flower, hand it to 
him not his date — "so he can make the big 
g^^slure.” 

A man with his date is the likeliest customer. 
L)ri says, "but 1 tell my girls to approach 
‘»vervone. even a man sitting alone at a table He 
mav buy a rose to take home to his wife ” 

Even at 11.50 a flower, when a cabaret is lively 
and customers feeling happy, business is brisk 
Lori's flower girls make $3.50 an hour or 20 per cent 
of what they take in The girls also take photos, with 
color Polaroid cameras supplied by Lori, of 
customers who want more lasting mementos For 
$2 50 apiece, f^otos are framed and delivered on 
spot 

Selling flowers is a natural in the garden city. 
Lori claims. Also, she adds shrewdly; "they have a 
constant turnover, like food." Flowers and Lori 
first came together in Cordova Bay. where at 17 she 
maintained colorful roadside flower stand 
Business was profitable "when people didn't steal 
the flowers. I used to see people come by in big 
Cadillacs and remove alt the flowers without paying 
for them 'Hie honor system just didn’t work" 

The flower trade keeps Lori, who attends clas¬ 
ses at Camostm College, hopping. "I run mv 
business between classes.” she laughs To stav in 
touch with what's transpiring outside the ivory 
tower, she wears a "beeper" which sometimes does 
lust diat in the middle of a lecture Tt really 
breaks things up. ” she chuckles "If it’s ah 
emergency about the business. I sometimes have to 
get up and leave" 

Flowers. Lori admits, are a mere stepping- 
stone to bigger things T intend to be a millionaire 
by the time I’m 25.” she asserts 

Besides Flowers and Photos, she is the owner of 
tour other registered Victoria companies — a 
tourist business, an investment company. a modett- 
ing agency, and most ambitious of all. a recently in¬ 
corporated mobile-modular home enterprise. Great 
West Homes, bic. But right now, she is like a filly at 
the gate, muscles coiled and impatient to be off. but 


held back by the starting bell. "Became of my 
age. ' she bridles. "1 can’t sign contracts. So I've 
had to make my father a co-signing officer in my 
company" But. she vows, "when I turn 19, nothing 
will hold me back.” 

A steady diet of autobiographies of seifmade 
men feeds her ambitions. "They were ail trail- 
blazers; they didn’t go by the book. One of the 
reasons I refuse to take business couri^ at college 
is that they're too confining. They tea^ you how to 
do everything correctly, but they don’t t^l you how 
to make the big time.” 

Establishing $l00.000 lines of credit, and offer¬ 
ing inexpensive quality housing for thousands of 
people in the Victoria area are more what Lori has 
in mind Mobile homes are the thing of the future, 
she believes. "One of every five homes sold in 
Canada now is a mobile home because prices of 
houses have skyrocketed out of proportion. I plan to 
sell mobile and modular homes lor half the price 
and still give people value. 

A straight A student. Lori dropped out of high 
school becase she was so involved in business 
;School was too slow for me. " she explains At 13. 
she rented a lot one Christmas in Ontario and sold 
Christmas trees, turning a neat $200 profit. "Work¬ 
ing is exciting.” she says "I was never one for sit¬ 
ting around and watching television" 

Having a diversity of experiences is one of 
Lori's life goals and. even before the end of her se¬ 
cond decade, she has toted up a few. She’s working

freedom to do.' she says, ‘like travelling”

you got to spoil the fun, by checking to 
see the life line’s out; or maybe the 
wind's starting to freshen, and you're 
already thinking about a reef. Old 
worry-wart!" 

And so It happened. A small boat, a 
real emotional pressure-cooker, cau 
bruig out problems that seem to be 
harder tor families to endure, than 
strangers. 

Rick and Sandy had the 
courage to face the fact squarely 
that they could no longer carry on 
at crew for Mr. Pilgrim, and to 
present it to me as a clean sharp 
break, with no equlvocattou on 
their part whatever. 

What to do. if stranded in a foreign 
port? I went directly to Bill Richards, 
secretary of the San Diego Yacht 
Club, for help. Two more helpful, and 
kinder people than Ish and Bill, It 
would be hard indeed, to Tind. 

Quite frankly, two and one-half 
months of living with and dealing with 
Americans in their own country, has 
thoroughly spoiled me.

As hr talked my mind flashed 
back over some of the troubles 
we’d had: dreaded Hre, from 
carelessness with the alccdiol 
stove. That one required prompt 
action with a fire extinguisher, 
filled, inspected, and ready to go! 

Miserable seasickness, until for¬ 
tunately all the crew got used to the 
motion. A skipper has to be very spar¬ 
ing with the Gravol. otherwise be ex¬ 
changes a zonked, sleepy crew for a 
sick one. ,. • 

Fear is a pretty unnerving ex¬ 
perience. particularly sailing the dark 
hours, when the seas are big, on a 
moonless, overcast night. 

No one ever really gets enough sl¬ 
eep underway, in a sailboat, but when 
you're tired enough, you’ll sleep, no 
matter what' 


Personality problems can 
reach such a pitch, that It is often 
much better, if possible, to re¬ 
main mute, and deal with one’s 
frustrations Internally, rather 
than adding to them. 

My crew, as an example, had to 
deal with an often-irascible. stubborn 
skipper, who preferred his own way of 
doing things over everybody else’s! 

Maybe I should have only rolled 
two steel balls instead of three! 

Homesickness, and missing loved 
ones, affects everyone in a crew, to a 
greater or lesser degree. 

Fortunate, indeed, are the couple 
who share the totality of their trip 
together, and who can minister to 
each other’s bruises, be they physical 
or emotional! 

I jerked back to the present, with 
Ishs —

“Thanks. Ish. — and thanks for 
your advice.” 

"Well, I tell you. it's a pain in 
the butt, to be the only guy on 
board with a completely negative 
idUloaopby — but that's what a 
skipper lus to have, or he’s a 
darn fool." 

"You mean — Murphy’s Law?" 
"Precisely. You know the bit — If 
anything bad can happen, it certainly 
will, and it will happen at the worst 
possible time!" 

"That bugged Rick and Sandy ~ 
they got so sick of me ‘worrying.’" 

“Sure, who wouldn’t? Everybody’s 
sun-bathing, or having a swim ~ and 


The decision to truck-trailer 
the boat home was made by Ish, 
Bill and myself, after exhausting 
the other options: 

(1) Get another crew, and carry 
on. Apart from sheer unavailability at 
this time of year, taking on other inex¬ 
perienced crew members might well 
just compound a problem. 

(2) Sail the boat home. No way. 
with the change in the weather ex¬ 
perienced over the past five or six 
years. At this time of year, winds are 
brutal, from San Francisco up. As Ish 
said: 

“It would be basically a powering 
game, as its cheaper to replace an 
engine, than sails and rigging!" 

Cost of moving 25.0g6 pounds 
of boat over a distance of 1,5M 
miles works out to about 30 cents 
a ton-mile. 

Weldccaft Marine, in Bellingham, 
did a fantastic job of receiving the 
boat, dunking it, and putting the stick 
in. They like the skipper to be there 
from the word go, when the boat ar¬ 
rives. This is an excellent idea, from 
an insurance standpoint. Subsequent 
cleaning, rigging, etc., are up to the 
skipper, and this is also a good idea, 
as it keeps the cost down. 

Mr. Pilgrim la still smarting 
under the Ignominy of an 
overland voyage — being called 
“cargo!" 

His dream certainly got bent, biit 
broken it is not! One of these days, 
hopefully, he'll have some more 
adventures to tell you about.

Mr. Pilgnm Runs Out of 


Vi hile San Francisco 
certainly has a lot of at* 
tractions, the weather 
isn't necessarily one of 
them! 

A week of coM, foggy weather, 
blowing south to north continually, 
had us wondering if summer was ever 
going to come. 

For once, the weather forecast for 
Sunday, Xug. 1, was accurate. 

With no fog. 20 knot northwest 
winds, and a light chop, we powered 
siowly down the yacht basin, raising 
our main and working jib as we swung 
to port into San Francisco Bay. 

Two long tacks, and we were 
out from under the Golden Gate 
bridge, beading south toward 
Point San Pedro, and Pigeon 
Point. (The famous clipper. Pas¬ 
senger Pigeon, was wrecked 
there in 187(.) 

Disappointingly, the wind dropped, 
so we downed sails, powered due 
South, and by midnight were abeam 
of Santa Cruz. 12 miles offshore. 

Even though the steadily-throbbing 
diesel made sleeping difficult.we we 
were all glad to be under way again. 

Monday morning brought Hat grey 
seas, no wind, and a heavily overcast 
sky, but you never know when you're 
going to get lucky. Suddenly, about 10 
o'clock:— 

"The dolphins are back!" 

As a four-foot silvery-grey shape 
arced a good three feet from the 
water, heading directly for us. 

These were not our old friends of 
the pug noses — the kind we'd seen 
farther north. 

These fellows, with their sharp¬ 
nosed, racy heads, laughed and 
frolicked close to us. before converg¬ 
ing half a mile off our port quarter, 
for a game of chasing tails, or ring- 
around-a-rosy, depending on whether 
you're a dolphin or a human! 
Tuesday moralag, at 2 a.m., was 
black as sevei black cats — no' 
mooa, no stars, no nothing — ex¬ 
cept potential disaster. 

For ns It could easily have 
been the end of everything, and 
everyone. 

Sailing was comfortable, with 
main double-reefed, and small 
forward staysail up. allowing good 
headway, (a racing buff would snort 
at four knots) but also excellent 
visibility of the shipping lanes, which 
we were crossing. Running lights, 
deck light, steaming light, anchor 
light, and cabin kerosene lamps were 
all on. 

Sandy, at the helm, with husband, 
Rick, as deck watch, had do trouble 


identifying Cape San Luis, counting 
its flashing light accurately, and 
checking the light's relative beving 
for Mr. Pilgrim's hourly log. and 
chart plot. 

Occasionally, huge freighters, 
presenting at a distance astern, as 
clusters of li^ts, resolved, with time, 
and surprising help on such dark 
nights from binoculars, into their 
awesome bulk, sliding up, past, and 
away, on our port beam. 

Suddenly a tiny, steady, apparently 
stationary green light appeared, ap¬ 
proximately three miles off our port 
bow. 

Was it a ship's starboard running 
light, cutting across our bows, and 
on a collision course with us. since the 
bearing wasn't changing? 

Was it a marker on an off-shore oil- 
derrick, frequent in these parts? 

Was it some uncharted shore light? 
Rick and Sandy watched it anx¬ 
iously.

Suddenly, there It was! Not 2M 
feet off our port bow, a 34-fool, 
full-rigged fibreglass ketch, hard 
on the wind—heading straight for 
our steel howsprit. 

Rick yelled: 

"Bear off, Sandv! Bear off! 
Quick!" 

Sandy spun the wheel. Mr. 
Pilgrim rolled h> port, and the ketch 
slid past to starboard. 

No deck lights, no mast lights, no 
one in the cockpit, no one on watch. 
All sails up and pulling hard. 

That hoat, left entirely to the 
mechanical accuracy of an 
automatic pilot, would have 
made a good cofHn for everyone 
aboard. 

It's a bit eerie, when you realize 
that the occupants will never realize 
what a close call they had. Maybe the 
next time will be it. * 

A bowspritted, steel hull would 
have cut through that ketch like 
cheese, probably scraping some of 
our paint off in the process. 

Now we realized why the freighter 
captain we had radioed, on the horizon, 
a few nights previously, has said 
shortly: 

"No — can't see you. Not sur¬ 
prised. You sailboat fellows never 
have good lights." 

I also thought of one chap's 
remarks, at the St. Francis Yacht 
Club, after looking over Mr. Pilgrim: 

"I think you're nuts. You should 
have both an automatic pilot and a 
windvane. like me. Been up from 
Newport Beach 14 times now. 

"Lovely cruise. Just set the gear 
at night, have a good sleep, and check 
your position by celestial navigation, 
in the morning!" 

Recovered from that one. Tuesday 


afternoon found us close-hauled, with 
a 20-knot westerly wind, and 10-foot 
swells, mostly west, but occasionally 
northwest. 

We left IS miles between us and 
Cape Arguello. a rocky, fog-shrouded 
promontory — one of the most 
dangerous areas on the coast. 

Safely past, with a boisterous west 
wind, we changed our plan, and 
decided to run down Santa Barbara 
Channel rather than do the extra SO 
miles out and around the Channel 
Islands. 

Fortified by the weather report, 
predicting west winds prevailing, 
dropping to five knots off Santa Var- 
bara, we conveniently forgot the 
pilot's nickname for this inbound 
stretch of Santa Barbara Channel, 
just north of San Miguel and Santa 
Cruz Islands — Windy Lane 
Robbie Bums said it first: 

"The best-laid plans of mice and 
men . . . etc. etc." 

The wind stayed at 20 knots. Oc¬ 
casional northwest swells became 
frequent, with the occasional warning 
thump on Mr. Pilgrim's rear end. 

Not wanting to get pooped by a 
fast-rolling biggie. I put up the work¬ 
ing jib to match the wide-swinging, 
double-reefed nuin. and we did a very 
comfortable six or seven knots. 

With darkness came more wind — 
35 knots, shifting 40 northwest. Down 
came the main, speed unabated. 

By now, swells were ID feel, 
and we were shipping the oc¬ 
casional one directly hroadside, 
into the cockpit, watching with 
delight as our two, three-inch 
drains Immediately disposed of ■ 
that lot. A thin silver moon, tired 
of fighting a hopeless battle, had 
retired for the night hehind a 
blanket of thick overcast. 
Horizons, port and starboard 
were Invisible. 

By 1 a.m., I was worried about our lee 
shore — the unlighted north coasts 
the privately-owned Islands. 

With "vibes" working, and inabie 
to sleep, I was back in storm gear and 
life haiwss. just as Sandy raised the 
hatch, for help, at 3 a.m. 

"Rick and I think we see an island 
off starboard.” Visibility being what 
it was, I couldn't be sure. 

"Let’s assume it is. and get the 
bell out of here. Put the helm up 20 
degrees, Rick." 

Suddenly an enormous sea. right 
out of nowhere, hit with a-shattering 
crash, roaring corflplhtely over the aft 
cabin, to flood the cockpit. 

Next, we had an apparition. Dave 
appeared, in his underwear, having 
high-tailed it down from the forward 
cabin. 

"Looks like we’re sinking." 
Exactly my thought. 

But why do these kids have to be so 
damn calm about it all? When the big

one hit. our floating doctor first-aid 
kit broke loose from its moorings, and 
whizzed across the aft cabin. 

Grumbled Rick: 

"Someday, if we're not careful 
that bloody firstpid kit is going to kill 
someone! ” 

And so. past Pt. Hueneme. Pt 
Dume. and into Santa Monica Bay. to 
the fabulous Marina Del Ray. 

We’d been told the Marina 
Entrance was hard to spot, directly 
from the sea. protected as it is with a 
long seawall, with the entrances and 
exits Offing off to the sides. 

Coming past Cape Dume on a long 
track, we sneaked up on the Marina 
entrance sideways, hoping to spot it 
more easily. 

Would you believe that quite for¬ 
tuitously. we arrived at six o'clock in 
the evening, just in time for the start 
of the Wednesday night races, and had 
to power-sail our way through 
hundreds of boats waiting for the 
starting-gun? 

However, it sure made it easy to 
find our way into the Marina! 

Marina Del Ray is the brainchild of 
one Charles Chace, and in the 
beautiful park beside which we are 
moored, a bronze plaque commem- 
morates his memory. 

Through his genius, tremendous 
foresight, and wise counsel, this area 
has been transformed by man. from a 
mosquito-infested mud flat, to the big¬ 
gest boat parking lot in the world. 

It's really much more than that, ft 
Is a tremendous complex, mooring 
more than 5.000 boats, with whistle- 
clean, spotlessly maintained concrete 
floats, fully powered and watered. 

The area includes several huge 
shopping areas, showers, two 
theatres, a hotel, night clubs and fine 
restaurants — for a $3.50 a day moor¬ 
ing charge for transients! 

So here I am. lying on a blanket in 
the park, with the sun blazing down 
and a fresh wind blowing, watch the 
little'gaffers sail their "Hoby Cats" in 
the channel before me. 

Around me. In the various finger 
floats (ours is Mindanao, because 
we're on our way to the Marquesas I. 
are every type of ship and l^t im¬ 
aginable. 

America is really a tremendous 
place. This morning a Boy Scout 
troop, from their saa base down the 
slip, walked past with a group of 
retarded children, taking them for an 
outing. 

It's really hard to believe how kind 
everyone is and how interested and 
pleased to help in any way they can. 

We’ll be writing soon from the Mar¬ 
quesas. Bye for now. 

But as told In the previous story Mr. 
Pilgrim never did get to sail to the 
Marquesas. 
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I In th ese days of modern transportation modes «ii</ | 

sophisliraled communications systems it would seem that certainly | 
no place on earth is unreachable—and surely this is true. In most 
places of the world today there have been great changes over the cen¬ 
turies flue to man's presence. But there are. still some areas where 
time or man have had little or no effect and maybe never will have. 

' I tine such area is the vast Southern Ocean. 

Across the Southern Ocean 


to CAPE HORN 


^ hrii man first enW^red the 
Southern Pacific Ocean, his 
\enliiring forth Mas a result of 
much theorizing about the 
presence «>f a great southern land 
mass. Terra Australis Ineogiiito. 
Such thinking had prevailed since 
the time of Plolomy. Man^s ap- 
p<‘aranee in this soiilherii 4>ceanic 
urea Mas also due to his pur¬ 
suance of trade and commerce, 
Milh disct»\eries happening to he 
a hy-prtMliicl. 

Magellan, in the early 1500s and as a result ol 
Porluguese-Spanish rivalry, entered the Pacific 
via the Strait of his discovery and found a west 
about new route to the Spice Islands. He was fol¬ 
low by several of his countrymen navigators and 
also brake, who brought back accounts of the 
southern vastness. 

A century later, when the Dutch became promi¬ 
nent in the southern hemisphere, and again through 
rivalry (between companies trading to the B^st In¬ 
dies). Schouten and LeMaire ventured further south 
than Magellan had and. in the belief that there must 
be another more southern strait into the Pacific, 
did in fact find that the South American continent 
ended in a rocky headland (Island) which became 
known as Hoorn. The name was that of the town in 
Holland where their venture had been organized. 

From this time on, up until the great discovery 
voyages of Cooke in the late 1700s, the mystery of 
the great Southern Ocean and the hypothesis about 
Terra Australis Incognito was gradually and finally 
resolved to give us the physical arrangement of the 
region as we know it today. In the course of such ex¬ 
ploration and through various expeditions over the 
years, the notoriety of Cape Horn as a bad weather 
region became much publicized. 

it it it 

The terrible losses of Anson sexpediliem in 1740 
when trying to reach the Pacific to harass the 
Spanish, were grim reminder of the perils of the 
area for all mariners who planned to sail that way. 
The reputation; that of cold, storm bound wastes, 
terrific seas and relentless gales from the west, and 
inhospitable mountainous shores thereabout, has 
survived, and of course is fact to this day. Certain¬ 
ly the accounts from the sailing ship era through the 
IfiOOs into the turn of this century, well describe the 
u.sual conditions to be met in these southern 
latitudes. 

After the colonization of Australia and New 
Zealand, the route across the far south of the 
Pacific Ocean, and around Cape Horn home to 
Fngiand became known as the Clipper Route—€.500 
miles across the bottom of the earth to Cape Horn, 
thence northward a similar distance again to a 
landfall in the English Channel. In the southern 
ocean this was a route where not only storms 
prevailed but the menace of ice was always pre- 
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sent. Sailing ship masters always had the dilema to 
face depending on the time of year: whether to go 
further southward for better and stronger winds 
and risk meeting ice or play it safer to the north 
with most probably a slower passage in the better 
weather conditions. 

Today, in these southern regions, everything re¬ 
mains just the same as it was in Schouten's or 
Cooke s lime—the seas rim continuously un¬ 
hindered around some 15.000 miles of the earth's 
surface at that latitude and the deep low pressure 
centres revolve forever around Antarctica and the 
great albatrosses wing their way over often times 
mountainous seas. But with the end of the sailing 
ship era. most, if not all shipping disappeared from 
this vast area—steam and motor ships now use 
Magellan's Strait and therefore save a day or more 
sailing in not having 1o make the long haul down 
around Cape Horn, and services to or from

.Australia and New Zealand and other island groups 
nearby, use either the Panama or Suez Canals or 
the Cape of Good Hope route to destinations north. 
Survey, oil exploration. Antarctic supply or naval 
exercises bring occasional shipping to parts of the 
Southern Ocean or the Cape Horn area, and the very 
(M-casional yachtsman has gone this way. but for the 
most part, the birds still have it all to themselves. 

Small wonder then, many pec^le have recently 
seized upon the chance to go acroM the Southern 
Ocean and around Cape Horn. The occasion has 
presented itself with current Russian shipping ser¬ 
vices to Australia whereby one of the routes, once a 
year, has been via Cape Horn northbound to 
Europe. Such a voyage in these times, across the 
Southern Ocean, is unique and many career 
seamen, ex naval personnel, and lovers of ships and 
the sea. are making it just for the once only oppor¬ 
tunity to "go around the Horn ’ and transit this 
storied part of the marine world. That it has been 
possible is even more unique due to current 
Russian!—Chilean relations which preclude the use 
of Magellan Straits. Perhaps this situation could 
change and in these times of high fuel oil prices, 
shipping services would be quick to use the shorter 
route via Magellan Straits and thus avoid the Cape 
Horn area altogether. 

And so. many people, the writer included, 
armed with plenty film and memories of sea 
stories about the area. embarhedAvith great expec¬ 
tations on a long motorship passage to England 
across the Southern Ocean to Cape Horn—the route 
of the Clipper ships. What follows are descriptions 
of sMTie of the situations and sights observed 
enroute. 

★ ★ ★ 

This was a southern tall voyage. The expected 
arrival in the Cape Horn area degrees South 
Latitude) was near the equinox—a time reputed to 
be bad for a rounding. In fact Anson's terrible time 
had occurred during the autumnal equinox. 

But in 1976, we were far from b^ng only just 
above the waterline under a swinging oil lamp in a 
cold and damp accommodation as was the case in 
the sailing ship. We were aboard a large motorship 
with ail the conveniences of a modem hotel ashore. 


And although everyone would soon get used to the 
zapata. zapata. zapata' of the two big diesels 
thumping away down below, we modem day pas¬ 
sengers were going to be much more comfortable in 
the days ahead, no matter what the weather, than 
our predecessors were in travelling in the sailing 
ship era. 

We were beginning a 12-day haul across S.OtiO 
miles of the Southern Ocean with several time 
changes and an extra day as well. The ship would be 
under the guidance of an automatic pilot throughout 
that time. In (M-der not to track too far south and into 
bad weather and possibly ice. (the great circle 
route, the shortest, would have taken us to M 
degrees South) we would be following a Rhumb 
Line course all the way to our landfall, at a much 
greater distance, but hopefully avoiding bad 
weather. 

(The sailing ship master usually couldn t do 
this — he needed the winds associated with the 
p(K)rer weather to the south). 

And so. on the first day out. with the higher 
mountain tops of New Zealand just jx^ng up atxoe 
the horizon astern. 1 began to organize a log for the 
vo>'age; details of weather, state of sea. general 
observations, etc. 

ik it it 

For certain. Magellan and his centemporarifs 
and C(K)ke. and much later, the sailing ship masters 
piving this route, would have marvelled at the 
navigation techniques in use today. Our ship, one td 
perhaps 100 in the world today, had in its 
chartroom. the lotron Diginav computer system, a 
joint Russian-American development using a V S 
made computer, which was programmed to 
calculate via a signal from a satellite passsing the 
ship's longitude, (approximately every m hours) 
the position to an accuracy of a couple of caMes 
Once the fix was cakulated, the machine also con¬ 
tinuously computed, through inputs of speed, 
course, drift a dead reckoning position between the 
satellite passes. It also calculated great circle dis¬ 
tances and courses and could sound an alarm, lor 
great circle sailing, when a course change was 
due—all perhape sounding somewhat technical but 
really only doing what the navigator has done 
previously via more time consuming calculations 
involving sight reductions, etc. The significance of 
the satellite and the space program in naviga- 
11(41 is obvious. This computer system was really 
superb and surely a culmination in navigation 
technique. 

In addition to all this, and when cemditions per¬ 
mitted. astro navigation via sextant was also used, 
so our position and track across the Southern Ocean 
was very accurately pinpointed on the charts. hr>ur 
by hour, day by day. 

About weather: Having a layman's int^esi in 
meteorologx'. 1 was also interested to follow the 
weather as we progressed across the ocean and in 
particular see ahead what we might run Into at 
Cape Horn. Again, the marvel of satellite com¬ 
munications and data reccH’ding. in a worldwide 
weather analysis system, is demonstrated in the 
radio transmissions (in effect like TV) which are 
broadcast at certain times each day from strategic 
centres around the world, and which for the ship so 
equipped, provide an in^nt comprehensive 
weather map of an entire paTii of the glolw. The map 
rolls off the machine in the radio room and in a few 
letonds it's on the chart table in the bridge for the 
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CAPE HORN from the southeast 


and abeam at 1.7 miles 


officer of the watch or captain to penise. Fantastic 
really, when in this case, one could observe the en¬ 
tire weather situation from Australia to South 
America, including Antarctica and northward 
towards the central Pacific zone. What would the 
sailing ship masters have said about this? 

Our situation was, and it was so plainly evident 
when watching our position on the weather map. 
that we were ’ riding the top" of a huge high pres¬ 
sure area that extended eastward off New Zealand. 
This for us was great as it gave us smooth seas and 
good weather and really was unusual as there had 
been such unsettled, weather over New Zealand and 
the Tasman Sea for the previous several weeks— 
but that’s how the weather can change. We con¬ 
tinued to receive weather maps from Australia all 
the way across until a couple days before Cape 
Horn at which point we started to receive clearer 
printout data from Buenos Aires transmission. In 
addition, and in the event of radio interference, the 
Russians had a shore station in Antarctica which 
could transmit weather information via wireless 
telegraphy. 

★ ★ W 

So we were well situated and equipped to 
monitor the deveU^ing weather situations, par¬ 
ticularly as we neared Cape Horn. Again, the sail¬ 
ing ship master, who was guided by only his own in¬ 
stincts and experience, would raise an eyebrow at 
these modem weather predicting facilities. 

My diary notes at noon on the fourth day out, a 
position of 154 degrees West and a low southwest 
swell showing up — the first sign of the prevailing 
swell of the 40s and 50s. The notes say Sea Zero. 
Wind Zero and the barometer very high. We were 
still right on the "top" of the high. That evening in 
151 degrees West and 44 degrees South, some 1,700 
miles from New Zealand, those of us on deck 
observed a si^t that I don't think most of us would 
ever see again. There was enough cloud on the 
horizon astern in the west to give beautiful sunset 
colors. Co-incident with this, a full moon was rising 
in the east where the sky was always a deep purple 
The shining moon reflection ahead of the ship on the 
rare calm sea state was a sight to behold. To the 
west, with ocean birds darting over the gently heav¬ 
ing glassy sea, the smoothness of the ocean in the 
prevailing light toward the sunset horizon gave the 
impression that the sea just dropped off out there — 
the horizon line was so well defined — it was an 
amazing sensation in the knowledge that one was 
thousands of miles from anywhere. 

Gradually, as the ship tracked further south, we 
dropped off the "high" which was evident then by 
the passage of the very tall end of fronts from the 
deep lows far to the south toward Antarctica. The 
weather maps clearly showed these “lows" going 
around and around Antarctica in the r^ion of 50 
degrees - 60 degrees South and it became clear that 
with Cape Horn jutting down into this region, a pas¬ 
sage around that promonitory was purely luck if 
one were going to make it between storms — it was 


evident that one could meet any kind of weather 
there depending on the relative positions of two suc¬ 
cessive "lows ’ in their tracks approaching and pas¬ 
sing the Horn. It became clearly evident also why 
most of the time, as Sir Francis Chichester had 
said, the weather is bad down there. 

On the eighth day out we crossed 90 degrees 
South in 112 degrees West and were then only 1,900 
miles from the Horn. We had had squally, overcast 
and rainy conditions as we got nearer and nearer 
the "lows" to the south and the seas began to look 
greyer — but we hadn’t had anything more than 
windforce seven — so far. The southwest swells 
were larger and the albatrosses were with us 
astern. One retired Australian shipmaster, making 
the trip expressly to see and round Cape Horn, 
remarked: "I wonder if those birds really know 
what we are? it’s be^ so long since they've seen 
a ship in these parts, let alone a big motorship!" 

And on we went. "Zapata, zapata, zapata" and 
the birds wheeled and followed. 

Any break in the weather didn’t seem to last 
long by then and we were down into 53 degrees 30- 
minutes South with only 800 miles to go to £e Horn 
On the 10th day out we received a weather map 
from Buenos Airies as Australian transmission was 
unobtainable. Now we were watching the position of 
the ‘lows’ with much greater interest and 
awareness. On the 11th day. the map showed a deep 
'low" ahead of us and another behM we were in 
54 degrees 40 minutes South and 330 miles to go — it 
didn’t look too good. ’There were lots of birds about 
— land is not far away. Late that night a new 
weather map showed that the "low" ahead had 
moved rapidly, by far in excess of our speed, and off 
to the southeast. It now lo(Aed like we would sneak 
by the Horn in the comparatively better weather in 
between "lows". At 10 o’clock that evening, radar 
picked up the South American shore at 37 miles and 
the computer satellite computation gave a double 
fix of our position — 185 miles to go. We would be 
there in the morning 

★ ★ ★ 

ICarly next morning, those who were keen and 
suitably attired, were on the upper bridge deck at 
dawn. It was partly cloudy iMt fair and a cold 
southerly was pumping up (from b^ind that big 
"low" now away ahead). The sea was down to only 
State two with a low southwest swell — it was going 
to be a fair weather rounding. 

At first light, the island I^e de Fonso lay astern 
to starboard, just below the horizon — we had pas¬ 
sed between it and the mainland. Then we could see 
'some of the rugged shoreline but the mountain tops 
were unfortunately obscured in cloud. There are 
several peaks higher than 6.000 feet in the region 
and we had hoped to view their snowy summits. The 
wind was Force three. The sun was bringing light to 
the eastern sky ahead and then the islands before 
Cape Horn were visible showing silvery glistening 
pillars on the cliffs — a reflection in the early light 
of the water soaked rocks and sheer slopes What a 


rugged and barren ^st! There were dark grev 
clouds over the islands and a squall off to the 
southeast threatened our visibility. 

A flight of white bellied cormorants flew east 
right past the ship. Then, ahead in the pink of a 
clear patch of early morning sky — the un¬ 
mistakable silhouetteqf Cape Horn's sumit. thebase 
of the island being still below the horizon. 

Approaching from the west. <Nie sees clearly 
the saw-toothed jagged ridges of this 1.200 foot 
high island. Our course was taking us quite close to 
it. All eyes were fixed on this view ahead as the 
island rose out of the sea. As its outline grew larger 
and larger in the gathering light, we could see that 
some of its slopes were covered in a green mantel 
where there was some shelter. There were long 
scree slopes right down to the sea. The southwest 
swells crashed against its base. 

At 0900 on the 12th day out we were abeam Cape 
Horn at a distance of 1.7 nautical miles — probably 
as close as any ship has been for some time 
due to the ideal weather conditions. Had it been 
otherwise, with gales and high seas, we would have 
been at a much greater offing and most probably 
the visibility would have been poor or nil and we 
wouldn’t have seen the Cape at all. We were for¬ 
tunate to have the clear and detailed view of it 
which are then all enjoyed. Cameras whirred, shut¬ 
ters clicked and even the ship's whistle was 
sounded ^

« "Zapata, zapata. zapata" — and as we rounded 
the isla^, we made the first port change of course 
(now under manual control) since dropping the 
New Zealand coast astern. Water temperature was 
9 degrees C as was the air. The beacon on the 
eastern end of the island, installed by the Chilean 
authorities, has been inoperative for several years 
but we could easily see it with the naked eye atop 
a 130 foot bluff. It would be a difficult one to service 
but a landing is available around the back of the 
island. The shoreline alt about is seemingly inacces¬ 
sible, backed by mountains, and always the surf is 
crashing against sheer cliffs. 

By noon on that day. we had turned northward 
having left Cape Horn astern. The weather had im¬ 
proved all the udiile and we could then look into the 
Beagle Channel entrance and also identify one of 
the highest peaks. Tie mountain ranges were all 
snow covered — the highest peaks having vast snow' 
and icefields on them — a rugged and forbidding 
looking place ~ Tierra Del Fuego. 

Once around the Cape, we also lost the 
southewst swell. There were plenty of birds about 
The great albatrosses were wheeling astern as 
always and occasicmally one would ali^t in the 
wake of the ship, after some bit of garbage. These 
beautiful big birds are so adept in their element 
TYiev were always a source of interest and many 
times we watched their take-off from the sea astern

But a quick, sharper glance on my part, took 
and held my attention. There were faint outlines of 
a design, the carving to a pattern which gradually 
changed the nature of a mouldering lump into the 
historic remains of a primitive Indian canoe. 

1 climbed the fence into Brian ''and Mary 
Hanson's field at the foot of Metchosin's Taylor 
Road and found myself beside the crumbling relij^ 
of a hollowed-out cedar log. rough-hewn into a 
native canoe, many years ago. 

The bow was gone, the stem. open. Who knows 
how the ancient craft landed there? Perhaps it slip¬ 
ped its tie rope in some sheltered Island cove and 
drifted with the tide to the open sea. later to be buf¬ 
feted ashore in the extreme of an equinoctial gale 
Maybe, the occupants, fishing for salmon in Juan de 
Fuca Strait met turbulence, upset and parted from 
their craft in a sudden storm, they to disappear 
while their buoyant craft found a landfall on the 
shore at Pai^^ Bay. 

This forgotten derelict remains a mute re¬ 
minder of those dramatic dayp in British Columbia's 
earliest history, when the canoe was all things to 
the Pacific Coast Indians. 

To fish, to hunt, to make war, to travel and pay 
social visits, the red cedar canoe, in various 
shapes and sizes, was to the tribes, or bands, what 
the horse was to the cowboy, what automobiles are 
to us. today. 

There is a fascination in reading early accounts 
of the building and usages of the Indian canoes. 

The red cedar craft of the early Haida and 
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Nitinat Indians were the carriage class type of the 
Pacific tribal canoes. Their war canoes, up to 65 
feet in length, were fashioned from a sin^e red 
cedar tree, the hull smoothed to a sailing finish with 
the abrasive rubbing of many dried dogfish skins. 
They were graceful, sturdy and fast, as they flashed 
through the tidal waters beneath the force of 40 
broad paddles. For long distance journeys, the 
largest could' carry three jury masts and rough 
sails. . 

In IVS8. one such canoe, loaded, travelled from 
the Queen Charlottes to Victoria In 22 days. 

History suggests that the Nitinat Indians, at one 
time, built the finest, largest whaling canoes from 
Alaska to California. They lived in two villages on 
Vancouver Island's west coast, facing the open 
Pacific Ocean. The area became known as the 
Grave.vard of the Pacific. Living there, the life cal¬ 
led for good canoes and good seamen. The Nitinats 
qualified.

What was believed to be the largest Indian 
dugoUt canoe ever built on the west coast was dis¬ 
covered in the early 1900s rotting in the bushlands 
near the mouth of Nitinat Lake. 70 miles north of 
Victoria. It was better than 65 feet in length, with a 
depth from gunwhale to keel of more than seven 
feet. Some canoe. It could have been the first ferry 
boat service in British Columbia, too. This canoe 
could carry 100 people and was used to ferry the 
Nitinats between their villages and Washington 
State, in the United States. 

The word "canoe" is one of the few genuine 
Canadian words in the English language. It was 
derived from "canoa," a word in use by the 
primitive Arawaks of the West Indies, and later 
adopted by the Conquistadore crews who sailed the 
Spanish Main. When the early French reached the 
eastern shoes of Canada and began to spread out 
over the inland lakes and rivers, they called their 
fragile craft “le canot" 

After the British made their presence felt 
throughout the West, Canadians called, and spelled 
it, "canoe." Crossing the Rockies, and reaching the 
Pacific coast, the word establish^ itself firmly in 
the English language as the name for a craft, now 
known and used throughout the world. 

Deep in the legends of the Pacific Coast Indians 


Is the counterpart of our biblical story of Noah's 
Ark. the flood, and Mount Ararat. It was the Indians 
belief that, after the deluge, survivors of the flood 
floated to a mountain top in canoes. 

Much versatility was shown by the differing 
native people, according to their Canadian habitat 
One thing they had In common — there was always 
beauty in the building of their canoes, whether they 
were the red cedar logs of the Pacifle coast or the 
birch barks of the far Northwest Territories. 

Each had a contrasting difference. The cedar 
was solid, buoyant; the birch bark materials were 
fragile. But, in the case of the latter, damage was 
easily repaired with bark, roots and gum, all ob¬ 
tainable along the travelled waters edges. 

Like the Pactfic coast cedars, the northwest 
canoes were of varying sizes. The largest birch 
bark was the fur traders six fathom one, deep and 
wide in proportion. It was capable of carrying two 
tons of trade goods, and was powered by eight or 10 
paddlers. With a standup bowsman selecting a 
course through swift water, and the middle men — 
two abreast — singing the songs of the voyageurs. 
they made a picturesque passage as they thrusted 
through the fast flowing currents. 

When the fur brigades reached their main 
destinations, smaller canoes were used to carry the 
trade goods up shallower streams to lesser trading 
posts in the hinterland. The smallest unit was the 
one-man hunting canoe with the paddling technique 
of three strokes on one side, then three on the other 

Down the Mackenzie River in Canada's far 
north, where the birch falls to grow, the willow 
frames of the canoes were covered-with green 
moose hides. On reaching their destinations, the 
hides were stripped, dres^ and sold. Sometimes, 
though, hungry sled dogs would cheat the trader, 
tearing and eating the hides if the new arrivals 
were not protected. 

Progress saw the picturesque paddles fade 
from the scene and be replaced by outboard motors 

An ancient Indian who had been a great hunter 
and made many canoe trips In the days of the birch 
barks, once told me. "these new canoes no good 
Tip easy. Often, whole families drown. In my time a 
hunter always reach safety." He added. "If we had 
too big a load, we threw the women overboard, and 
even then, we might have to throw our dogs over¬ 
board. too." 

The red cedar was the choice of the Pacific 
coast Indians, after experimenting with spruce and 
pine logs for the building of their canoes. The cedar 
was lifter, more buoyant, easier to work with, and 
maintain.

Canoe taiilding became a great art among the 
aggressive Haida and Nitinat Indians. 

The builders, working with moat primitive tools 
were able to fashion canoes of great beauty, length 
and strength, capable of makii^ thousand mile sea 
journeys. 

The rough tribal tools were adzes and ham¬ 
mers. chisels and mauls. The adzes were formed of 
pieces hacked from boulders of native jade, 
sharpened by tedious rubbii^ with bars of sand¬ 
stone. Their chisels were of (^pped bones, antlers 
and sea shells; the mauls were lumps oi stone 
thonged to lengths of wood for handles. Splitting 
wedges came from elk horn and durable yew wood 

Most of the Pacific coast canoes were between 
4S-55 feet in length, with a 31-SB-inch beam. The 
builders way of choosing a cedar trunk was to cut a 
deep hole into the heart of the tree. If it showed 
soundness, it was acc^table 

Once a red cedar was selected, it was felled and 
rolled to the shoreline building site. The builder rol¬ 
led it over and back three or four times to decide 
which side would be the bottom Then, the canoe 
was rough shaped, upside down, with adze and 
primitive axe. 

Turned over, the canoe was hollowed out by a 
process of charring and hacking to leave a two inch 
thickness in the bottom, and up to one and a quarter 
inches at the gunwhale This done, the inside was 
steamed and the sides bent and spread. The steam¬ 
ing was done by pouring water into the hollowed 
trunk, after whidi, heated stones were tossed in to 
heat the water. Then the sides were forced apart by 
means of thwarts.

Time was not too important to the Indians in 
the 19th century. The canoe builders often took as 
long as eight months to produce a finished canoe 
The charring and chipping was a laborious job. A 
few hours work in the cool of the morning would 
constitute a day's WOTk. Two builders could take 
two months to construct a 25 foot canoe. Yet. if the 
tribal chief commanded it, they could do it in two 
weeks. However, it was considered very important 
lo complete a canoe before (be summer' heat could 
warp and crack the wood. 

In the days wh«i the canoe was all things to the 
Indian, the canoe builders were a class apart The 
intricate craftsmanship was banded down from 
father to son. fi'<xn family to family, always with 
careful tutelage. It remains a mystery how the 
Nitinat and Haida canoe builders were able to 
produce a finished canoe of such symetrical lines 
with practically no tools 

liien. coastal Indians shaped (heir canoes not 
by blue prints or designs, but by eye measurement; 
the native craftsman thought with bis hands alone. 
With only the crudest of tools, be would fashion 
trom a raw tree trunk, a vessel of unexcelled 
beauty, trueness of line and swiftness of motion. 

At the time iirBritish Columbia's history when 
whites were few and Indians many, the cedar canoe 
was the cornerstone of the Pacific economy. It was 
then that Indian canoe building reached its highest 
peak of develc^ment. 

Commerce came to the coast The natives gave 
up their pastimes of raiding, plundering, inter¬ 
tribal warfare. Huge whaling canoes ranged far out 
to sea. Often times, canoes would travel 30 miles 
out into the Pacific Ocean to gather bird's eggs, on 
outlying rocks. 

The coast Indians were marvellous sailors. The 
sea hunters were men of great physical strength 
and endurance They developed uncommonly 
powerful arms and shoulders. This fact is 
dramatically illustrated by the carved model of an 
Indian whaling canoe and crew in Victoria's B C. 
Provincial Museum. 675 Bellevue Street. 


After Victoria became the chief trading centre 
for the entire Pacific coast, it lured Haida and 
Nitinat canoe fleets on expeditions up to 1000 miles. 

At one lime, about 1825, 40-50 Indian canoes 
were engaged in the potato trade, freighting 
potatoes from Vancouver Island (o the mainland, 
for barter. 

Local comings and goings increased as civiliza¬ 
tion. commerce and canneries flourished on Van¬ 
couver Island. A mass Indian migration developed. 
In sumnner, to the fishing camps, hops and berry 
picking locations; in arinter, back to the towns 

Before the turn of the last century a colorful 
pageant became a yearly event in Victoria li was 
the inter tribal canoe races on Mav 24. Victoria 
I'l.v. 


The gathertnf! was the idea of Victoria's 
Songhees Indians. Out of admiration for Queen Vie- 
loria, in 1864, they decided lo honor her birthday 
every year. It became a tradiUoo. like SI Patrick's 
Day. Regrettably, K has not lasted as long. 

Hundreds of coastal Indians converged on the 
Gorge waters for the May 24 races. They gathered 
there in a large, natural, wooded playground enc los¬ 
ing the beautiful stretch of the 6orge wateis. There 
were few homes in the area then, as the Indians 
raced their whaling canoes with their barbarlcally- 
beautiful, upswept bows. 

It was a imrvellous spectacle, destined lo die 
001 and pass, like (he red c^ar canoe, into oblivion

In rettponse lo a gentle knock on our cabin 
tioor, Jenny and I slipped out of our respective bunks 
and left our two nM>mmates who chose to sleep on. 
Any remnants of sleep were thrust aside as we washed 
and dressed in haste. We then walked the short dis¬ 
tance from our cabin to the main building. In the ear¬ 
ly morning light we met several fellow adventurers, 
who, like ourselves were bent on a canoe ride. Still 
presumably asleep were the remainder of our group 
with whom we had arrived for a weekend retreat on 
Thetis Island. 

We. who had chosen to break our sleep, were seven all told A hurried visit to 
the ramp kitchen for a slice of bread, or for some (with a sweeter tooth), a piece 
of chocolate cake left from our previous evening's snack, proved to forestall 
hunger pangs. 

We walked the path to the float, stopping momentarily lo don life Jackets. A 
calm sea beckoned. 

Three canoes were boarded, two persons to each canoe, except for the one to 
which I was assigned. Six had been the original number of adventurers until I 
derided tbe experience was well worth the initial effort of leaving a warm bed. I 
was assured that having one canoe with three aboard was quite feasible especially 
if I did not mind switching from passenger to paddler on our return. 


Peter and Dan were soon youthfully strong-stroking in the lead. Marie and 
Keefer took up second place. Marcel, Jenny and I followed.

Islets. The three canoes slowly circumnavigated the islets and 1 reminisced lo my 
immediate companions of the sights and sounds and pleasures of that earlier 
camp. 

More weathered and reduced in stature was the old fir tree which at one 
time served, and hopefully remains, as an eagle roost. I saw no eagle this par¬ 
ticular morning. 

Hidden by high tide was the small white shell beach I remembered. The 
twisted juniper trees were there, as were the sandstone rocks and the gulls. But 
missing was one statuesque old tree. I recall how I thought it reminded me of an 
Indian totem and photographed it where it stood looking back to Thetis Island. 

The nostalgia continued momentarily as I recalled a previous sunrise when, 
barely awake enough to focus my camera. I photographed the pre-dawn watch of 
the ducks and gulls perched nearby 


All too soon we faced our canoes toward Thetis Island. Jenny and 1 had 
carefully changed places and with my camera set aside 1 took over as bow pad¬ 
dler. 

Seven hungry canoeists, feeling very much awake, now joined the more 
tardy risers for a welcome breakfast at 7:45 a.m. 

The two-day retreat was an experience of sharing Christian fellowship 
which will long remain a highlight In my storehouse of memories. 

Catholic and protestant: young and old(er): single and married, student, 
worker, and retired: we came together. Here was a gathering where we were cal¬ 
led together to praise and worship in prayer and song. 

Intermingled with our prayers and singing and religious growth talks was a 
liberal portion of activity time A volley ball and trampoline were put to good use. 
One lively group learned a few Hebrew dance steps. 

One afternoon during a (juiet moment while I sat on the beach and read, I 
was interrupted by Dan, a boy in mid-teens. In youthful vigor he bounded down to 
where I sal in hitherto solitude He asked to be excused for disturbing me but I as¬ 
sured him no apology was necessary. I realized from his expression that he had a 
story to tell. 

Apparently Dan had been walking in a nearby meadow and had seen several 
deer feeding. He wished to borrow my camera if 1 trusted him with it. 

I realized he would cover the ground more quickly than I and hand over my 
prized instrument with hurried instructions on it's use. Somewhat later Dan 
returned to the fold. I had long since walked to the main building and sat engrossed 
in an interesting talk when he made his return and took a place nearby. I knew 
from his expression that he was pleased with his new found photographic ability. 

All good things seemingly must come to an end. As we said farewell I looked 
back momentarily to the Ragged Islets. They appeared now as an insignificant low 
grey ma.ss in the distance. I turned away preferring to remember them bathed in 
autumn sunshine. 

I then turned my attention to the young and not so young faces around me. 1 
saw the look of hope and promise as each embarked on the start of a richer, more 
meaningful new life.

I 
spent a couple of unforgettable hours while she told 
me of her work In show business to which she 
seemed completely dedicated, her relationships 
with her family and her fellow actors 

A slight. middle.aged women in a heige pant¬ 
suit. I found her seated on a couch making straw 
flewers. It is unnecessary to describe Rae Brown 
anv further, as her face and flgure are so well- 
known to her fans throughout the nation. 

"You look and sound so familiar." I said, "thal 
it seems as if I had known you for a long time But

Rae Brown was bom in Nelson. B.C of English

— but 1 haven’t travelled much, and have never had 
the desire to go overseas ”

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Rae replied that she had “two step-grand¬ 
children.” and one ton. Barrie Brown, whose wife's 
children they are by a former marriage They live 
in Vancouver. She showed me a picture of her hus¬ 
band. Douglas, a handsome man who she said was 
about three years her junior. Her face brightened 
as she mentioned him. and I sensed that it was a 
happy marriage. 

“I've been married for more than 33 years.” 
she said, "but as I have to live here so much my 
husband has to commute back and forth to visit me 
When the filming season is over for the winter 1 go 
back to my little home in Burnaby.” 

Rae says that acting with chil^en requires a 
different approach” than acting with adults, but 
that shatAfinds the “Beachcombers’ ” children 
' delightful to wort with.” and that she really feels

‘ But.” I exclaimed. "Sadie Thompson was a 
prostitute, and you are not that type!” 

Rae seemed amused as she said “An actress 
can do different parts I played a number of 
prostitutes in my time, but of course the 
character. Sadie Thompson was the best known of 
them all. Rita Hayworth played it in films 

1 played Madame Alexander inColombe. and 
Helen m A Taste of Honey. Also many varied roles 
I played in the first drama shown at the Queen 
Klizabeth Theatre in Vancouver, and in the first 
musical put on at The Cave Supper Club in that city 


When TV first came in I played in the first variety 
show, and the first drama, The Vise, which was 
produced by the Canadian Broadcasting Corpora¬ 
tion in Vancouver. I was also in the first two Van¬ 
couver Festival productions, Mary Stuart, and The 
World of the Wonderful Dark, in these we toured all 
over British Columbia. I was in the first two movies 
that were made in Vancouver. The Trip, and Cold 
Day in the Park. I toured with Oliver! and The 
Sound of music with an American company in Van¬ 
couver. Portland, and Seattle I also played an In¬ 
dian princess in an Indian play put on at Sechelt ” 
"Oh!” I exclaimed, “you must be good!” 

“I am good.” Rae replied quietly. (I thought to 
myself. '*niaffik Heaven for a woman with no false 
modesty!”) There is nothing phoney about Rae 
Brown She is opposed to censorship, both in films 
TV and on the stage 

“ft's up to the viewer.” she sas-s. “They are 
warned against coarse language and objectionable 
scenes, and Uiey don’t ^ave to watch them unless 
they want to.” But she does believe in the American 
system of showing family entertainment on televi¬ 
sion during the early evening hours

In comparison to present standards of cen¬ 
sorship. (or lack of iti. we discussed an incident 
that happened In Victoria some 25 years ago or 
more Some of Rae's friends acted in a stage 
production of Tobacco Road, a bawdy tale of 
.American hillbillies in which some obscene 
language was used <I saw it myself, in its entirety, 
and. apart from the coarse language found nothing 
objectionable in it). The play ran for several days 
before someone complained, and the law steppe 
in The theatre was raided by the police, the slww 
closed, and the two leading players were arrested 
and taken into custody. They were charged with 
giving an obscene performance, were tried and 
f«Mind not guilty * 

"ITie publicity did them no harm.” said Rae 
but it helped them a lot*’ 

Commenting on the life-styles of many of the 
Hollywood stars, in comparison to our own Rae 
said: * 'Rie ^erican stars have so much publicity 
that every little thing they do or say is watched, and 
often greatly exaggerated We could learn a lot 
from them in my profession, but we Canadians 
seem to get everWhtng that is new—last'” 

When asked her opinion of the Womens' Libera¬ 
tion movement Rae asked: “What are they being 
liberated from**" I said that they wanted equal pay 
for equal work, and more oppor^ities for women 
"Oh.” she said, “that’s good, kwt some go too 
far I m against extremism of any kind, whether in

religion, politics, or anything else.” As for the title 
“Ms.” Rae tactfully reiiurked that although she 
was quite willing for others to use it as much as 
they wished, 'Ms.” was definiteiy not for her. 

We discussed the famous and controversial 
Mother Cecilia among whose legion of friends I hap¬ 
pen to be counted. "I admire her very much,” said 
Rae, "And I admire the wonderful worli she Is doing 
for animals. It always annoys me when I hear 
anyone trying to put her down. But anyone with a 
strong character is disliked by some. You can’t 
please everybody. I love all animals, and I wish that 
I could do something for them too. If I did not have I 
to live between two homes I would keep a cat, but 
as it is, cats can’t travel in cars, it fii^tens them 
too much. But we have a dear little dog. Max, he’s a 
Peek-a-poo. a cross between a Pekinese and a Poo¬ 
dle.” She showed me her pet’s picture. 

The expert little cook of Molly's Reach does 
not, in real life care much for cooking. ”I like to 
make things,” she said. Her hobbies include the 
making of flowers, baskets, and various other small 
articles from colored straw, painting with water 
colors, and carpentry which ste has given up in re¬ 
cent years. Ask^ whether she watches much TV in¬ 
cluding ITie Beachcombers, she admitted she did. 
She Is not, however, an omniverous reader. "I read 


a little,” she said, mostly animal stories.. She is 
fond of music of all kinds, "even rodt 'n roll,” she 
says, but she prefers it “not too loud,” and she 
plays the organ a little. 

Rae admits that she has but little interest in. or 
much understanding of politics. As for religion, she 
claims that, while she is true to her own. she aMors 
bigotry, and resents being pressured by "ex¬ 
tremists.” 

When Rae got up to make some tea I noticed 
that she had a slight limp, and that she used a cane. 
Who would have thought that this spry little "grand¬ 
mother” who ^rambles over rocks and dtmbs in 
and out of small boats suffers from a painful form 
of arthritis? Asked what she did for it she replied 
"Nothing. I can’t be bothered with pills and doctors. 
They can’t help me anyway. I believe in the power 
of mind, and Uiat we can psyche ourselves out of 
many things. This had kept me going. The people I 
work with are very good to me. so thoughtful. As I 
have no car they come and pick me up and take me 
to the set, and they won’t let me do anything that 
they think mi^t over-tax my strength. I am on call 
much of the time.” (She is not, of course, in every 
scene, or even episode.) 

The fact that acting is hard work was made evi¬ 
dent later that day as I watched the "brother” and 


"sister” doing a scene from the Christmas episode. 
They were rough-housing on the wharf, where 
Margaret had snatched a gift package from Hugh 
and was threatening to throw it into the water. 
Much chasing and struggling ensued, and. as Is 
usual in filming the scene had to be repeated 
several times before it was finally "shot.” 
Meanwhile, both children were wearing heavy 
winter clothing, the boy an Indian sweater, under 
the hot, September sun. However, both seemed 
none the worse for their temporary discomfort, and 
were obviously accustomed to the rigors of show 
business. 

"What is your advice to young people consider¬ 
ing a career in acting?” 1 askad Rae Brown before 
taking leave of her. 

This was her answer: "They should gain their 
experience in amateur theatre, working both on 
stage and back stage too. There are far more oppor¬ 
tunities today than in my day. There Is television 
now, as well as more filming in and around Van¬ 
couver. One has to be a little nuts to be in show 
business, and to do it well, and one must really love 
it. It is a very precarious busines.s and a great deal 
of luck and de^cation are involved. The cue word is 
"teamwork with one's fellow actors.”

— they seem to use the back of a wave and give 
a mightly push with their huge webbed feet and they 
are airborne! Most interesting also were the 
beautiful little cape pigeons all white and seemingly 
working so hard to keep airborne. 

That afternoon we approached and made pas¬ 
sage through the Straits of LeMaire with rugged 
Staten Island to the east. This 16-mlle passage with 
strong tidal races was one treated with great 
respect by the sailing ship master and more often 
than not. he would-shape a passage around the 
eastern end of this mountainous island rather than 
risk his ship on the shorter route to the South Atlan¬ 
tic through these dangerous waters. 

And so. with a freshly southerly behind us and a 
beautiful sunny day overhead, our ship quickly took 
us northwards form this southern remoteness. We 


truly did sneak by the Clape. We didn’t see any ice. 
we didn’t see the mountainous seas, but we did have 
a marvellous view of the well known headland. It all 
soon lay behind and once more we were out in the 
open ocean, northbound off the coast of Argentina. 
The Russian captain was presented with the 
traditional golden earring on doubling the Cape. We 
passengers retired that evening well satisfi^ with 
the experience and thankful that we were indeed 
lucky to encounter the ideal conditions. 

★ ♦ ♦ 

There are many wild and rugged places along 
the seacoasts of the world, and many headlands the 
equal to or of more magnificence than Cape Horn. 
And of mountainous seas, the equal can be found, as 
many a mariner will relate, in the North Atlantic or 
the Irish Sea or many other places when storm con¬ 
ditions prevail. But Cape Horn, because of its 


remoteness, because of its significance In the 
history of exploration and development of trade into 
the Pacific, and because of the notoriety It has 
gained down through the years through the reports 
and writings of mariners, will always be considered 
the Everest of the oceans. 

The great sailing cUppers hae long disappeared 
from the Southern Ocean and present day shipping 
is even more infrequent in this area. The chance to 
see a part of the world with such a great reputation, 
albeit an empty and uninhabited part, was the 
highlight for many p^ple on the long voyage above 
described. If such dipping services continue, then 
certainly many more people will enjoy the ex¬ 
perience our group had.

Children In Hospital 


The first lime I saw 
him was through the 
window to the next room 
on the Children's Ward. 
He was watching for a 
moment to attract my 
attention. 

When he had it. he pointed to a 
neglected toy telephone on the cot of 
the child I was amusing. As he was 
completely Isolated I gave the toy to 
his nurse, who took it to disenfect and 
give to him. 

The next week he was still 
isolated. A fair little boy under two 
years old. Oblivious of the big ban¬ 
dages on both arms and the angry 
wound on his chest, he was absorbed 
in a silent window conversation with 
the teen-ager patient In the next 
room. The teen-ager told me he 
phoned his mother and even gave 
messages to her mother on the toy in¬ 
strument. 

"How do you know that when you 
can't hear him?” I asked. 

"Oh. I hear him a little and we 
manage with gestures to talk together 
a lot.” 

The next week the isolation 
restriction was lifted. Apart from the 
bandages on his arms he was com¬ 
pletely naked. This dimpled cherub, 
plucked from the painted celling of 
some stately European palace, sat on 
my knee. We looked at books 
together, nestling against me he gave 


his complete confidence. There was a 
raport between us: he basked in the 
love that flooded from me. We had a 
closeness, a remarkable contentment, 
a glowing happiness, an enveloping 
exquisit feeling of tenderness. 

A nurse came in briskly; she 
hesitated as we looked up to her. 

"I had just come in to change his 
dressings, but I can come back later. 
You are a relative.” She stated a fact 


It was not a question. "Oh no, no. I 
am only a volunteer. I can go and 
come back later.” A sterile gown 
covered my pink smock making me 
incognito. 

"I too can come back later, there 
Is no need to disturb you both.” 

The following week he had gone to 
another ward. 1 watched a nurse 
bathe a perfect little two-month-old 
Chinese baby. Afterwards the sweet 
warm bundle was handed to me. 
Holding her tenderly I gave her the 
bottle. When she was settled comfor¬ 
tably back in her cot. I hurried over to 
the other ward, but my cherub was in 
the operating theatre. 

The folllowing week I went 
straight to his ward. He was in a cot in 
the play room. On either side of him 


was a pink smocked lady. Obviously I 
couldn't butt in. There were oilier 
children to be read to, who needed 
someone with time to spare. 

llie next week the cherub wasn't 
found, so I went to the original ward 
and was told he was there. It was a 
lovely day. he was allowed out in a 
stroller. I walked around the outside 
talking to him about trees, flowers, 
cars, colors, and a butterfly He. took 


an interest in everything. At last ex¬ 
hausted. I took him back to his bed. 
He wept bitterly. He clung to me. the 
warm sweetness of him assailing me. 

I tore myself away. 

The following week he was on the 
other ward and I was occupied with 
others. Just before leaving 1 slipped 
over to see him. Would he know me? 
Would he treat me with a rather 
casual, taken for granted attitude? 
He was walking about in pyjamas. 

"Hi.” 1 said softly. He turned and 
looked at me: then flung his arms 
wide and upwards. 

"OUTSIDE!” he shouted happily 
Next week he had gone home This 
curious relationship of child patients 
and volunteers is something in¬ 
describably satisfactory. The child in 


hospital misses homeand family love. 
He gets expert care, kindness and 
sympathy from the pleasant young 
nurses. A volunteer will read to, sing 
to. and play with the child. She will 
contort a homesick child, hold safely 
a lonely child, distract a sad child, 
change a wet diaper, help with 
lunches. 

The time spent in hospital Is short, 
so the volunteer is fresh, free from 
complication a kindly extra grand¬ 
mother, on loan for a couple of hours. 
The love and companionship Is 
fleeting, but it is there: a dynamic 
force enveloping both child patient 
and the volunteer with a strange con¬ 
tentment and peace.

Simple? Most achievements seem that way 
after the hard work is done, the days of self doubt 
and wondering what-the-heck-you-are-doing in-a- 
f'eld-you know-nothing-about are behind you. 

But for Evelyn its more of the same in the 
future as she has so much faith in the magazine she 
is not about to be satisfied with a one—or two shot 
~ Jeal With magazines being published then fall- 
ln.g like nine-pins for various reasons it was to be 
expected that her publishing efforts would invite 
comments. Like those of two Canadian newspaper 
and magazine editors; “A daring stiuit." The Cana- 
diaa while the Ottawa Clthei points out. “What 
could be a more hazardous venture than a 
children's magazine?" 

Hazardous, well Evelyn knows it always will be 
C Htie to think of it it could be classed as daring too. 
pirUcularly when you realize she had no previous 
journalistic training and printer’s jargon like paste¬ 
up. galleys and proofs were only vaguely familiar 

as were the costs thereof: "It was a in the 
dork" she says of the first Issue, “and I'd worked on 
it long 1 couldn’t see it any more. 

She says: “It's all been a marvellous education 
and the second issue was much easier." And nice to 
know the readers. Canadian kids and adults, feel 
like die does and are not given to opimuns she first 
encountered such as. “What a nutty idea," and 
* You must be crazy!" 

It was as an elementary school teacher of slow 
learners in Edmonton. Alberta, two years ago that 
she had the idea of writing a series of books “I 
t )und the need for Canadian material of any kind " 
But she couldn't get a publisher interested in a set 
of ethnic books she visualized which would let 
children know across Canada what goes on — and 
what has gone on before — in other provinces. 

Then 1 realized a magazine was the answer." 
.ih** says, "one that was lively, presented a wide 
virlety of subjects and would reach the children I 
vyjnted it to reach. A magazine children and 
pirenls would buy and have around the home to 
r ?ad and refer to. I got very excited about the whole 
thing and that feeling has only temporarily deserted 
me on some bad days," she laughs. 

She started the ball rolling by gathering 
miterial. spreading the word and developing con- 
tjccs as soon as she arrived in Victoria just over a 
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year ago A local newspaper ran a small story about 
what she hoped to do which prompted writers, il¬ 
lustrators and interested people to phone in and call 
offering their services. And all for free as they felt 
the need for a Canadian Children's Magazine too. 
Meanwhile Evelyn was trying to drum up interest 
from publishersand various sections of government 
but wixind up with a harrelfull of polite rejects — 
and no money 

“There was only one way to do it." she ex¬ 
plains. "and that was on my own." So she 
mortgaged her house for the ready cash necessary 
to publish and^ventually the first run of 20,000 Sum¬ 
mer '7$ issues saw the light of day. 

But that's only one side to the Evelyn Samuel 
story for through all of this she was — and only 
recently realized it was too much to handle an 
elementary school teacher. As a divorced mother of 
three children that makes her head cook and bottle 
washer and breadwinner. “But with all that's been 
happening since I arrived in Victoria I haven't Had 
much lime to be a fussy housewife.” she laughs 

The Samuel's live in a lovely, spacious home 
and that, it seems, is her only indulgence. “My 
priority was to have a nice house for the kids” 
Which they have for Andrew, 11 years old; Arthur. 
12; and Jeannie. 8, enjoy a comfortable “lived-in" 
home. 

Evelyn explains, grimacing at the memory; A 
crowd came in to help type 12.000 address labels for 
mailing out the magazine. One chap enquired where 
my hh^nd was and when I told him there wasn't 
any husband he took one look around the room and 
said; ‘That figures!’ " She says the family lives 
simply, “and I'm still driving a beat-up station 
wagon with holes in the floor." 

But on the plus side she has many friends who 
are as dedicated as she is to the Canadian 
Children's Magazine, who have given their time and 
talents to make it a reality. 

She’s grateful to them all bul one In particular 
she says she couldn't have managed without is 
Darylene van Straaten. designer of the magazine 
Darylene has been a designer since 1967 when she 
graduated from the Vancouver School of Art. For 
five years she travelled around the world working 
in design for advertising companies in various 
countries. Ihen she got married and decided 
Canada was the best place in which to bring up a 
family. Settled in Victoria and housebound with her 
new baby, because she prefers it that way. she read 
of Evelyn's new magazine efforts and contacted 
her 

“We hit it right off the bat." says Darylene. “so 
I got more involved and I am very happy to be as- 
V'ciated with Uw whole thing” iEvelyn estimates 


Darylene has donated about 6S.OOO worth of her 
time, talent and expertise to the Canadian 
Children's Magazine 

A large percentage of contributors come from 
Victoria. Vancouver and surrounding areas. Stories 
featuring different lifestyles in Canada; crossword 
puzzles and the popular Dworls riddles are 
sprinkled about the magazine 'ITiere are regular 
features such as children at work; space where 
children's interviews with their grandparents are 
highlighted and a pen pals section. Most interesting 
is the series, you and me — lowing children who 
are not handicapped how the less fortunate cope 

Feedback coming in from across Canada has 
convinced Evelyn site is on the right track 
ri^avorable reviews in newspapers include those 
serving Icelandic and Chinese communities. An 
Italian newspaper in Canada has asked permission 
to reprint articles and Evelyn was interviewed by 
the CBC after the magazine came to their attention 

Of course, there have been some criticisms 
Some reviewers feel it's all a bit too earnest and the 
Ottawa Citizen complained the cover "was drab 
and the title inspiring." Then it adds.* “but un¬ 
derneath the cover is hidden a wealth of highly in¬ 
teresting and well-written material.” 

“The cover isn't terribly popular. " says 
Evelyn. ‘‘People feel it hasn’t enough color but I 
haven’t had one complaint on it from a child." She 
points out that the best selling periodical for kids is 
Mad Magazine ^ ‘and it is black and white” The 
name will stay the same for a while. "It says just 
what it is.” 

The magazine is .aimed for the seven-l2-year 
group and kids write they'd like more cartoons and 
mysteries. More graphics they'll have, but fiction is 
not on the books yet as Evelyn feels there is enough 
of that available elsewhere. 

Subscriptions are coming in from school boards 
~ it's on the recommended periodical list for BC. 
schools — libraries, grandparents <a $5-year sub¬ 
scription makes a nice birthday or Christmas gifti. 
parents and. most important, from the children 
themselves. Readers in Ghana. Germany and Great 
Britain want a regular copy 

September brought school opening to coincide 
with the hot-off-the press autumn issue. To go 
through with such a venture it follows that Evelyn 
Samuel is a cheerful, optimistic woman — not to 
mention a hard worker She's also a great believer 
in Canada, its past and present and sincerely wants 
our children to learn about It. "Just think of it." she 
smiles, up to her elbows in preparing Winter '77 
slated for publication in the new year, “with the Caaa- 
dial children's Magailae we have all of this great 
big. beautiful country to explore, together ' 
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
